PAPERS J\RE  FOUND. 

Subsidy  Papers  Were  Filed  in 
the  Wrong  Place. 

Washington.  Jan.  8. — Copies  of  tho 
papers  Involving  about  $4.0(Kt.000  in  the 
Pacific-  road  subsidy  account,  which 
are  mlHsing  from  the  treasury  depart- 
ment, havf  been  found  to  be  on  file  at 
the  interior  department.  Copies  arc 
now  being  made  for  submission  to  the 
senate  In  accordance  with  the  recent 
itsolutlon  calling  on  Secretary  Francis 
for  information.  The  papers  form  a 
htatement  of  account  forwarded  in 
1S86  l)y  Commissioner  of  Railroads 
Johnson,  and  supply  all  the  informa- 
tion desired  in  the  missing  treasury 
documents. 


Long     Discussion     in      the 

House  Over  the  Pacific 

Roads  Bill. 

Strong  Arguments  Submitted 

Both  For  and  Against 

the  Measure. 


Day  in  Congress  and  Matters 

of  Interest  From  the 

Capital. 


Washington.  Jan.  8.— The  house  today 
ri'simu'd  the  ilebatc  on  iho  Pacific  rail- 
road.funding  l)ill  imniediattly  after  the 
reading  ol"  the  Journal.  Mr.  I»ayne  oc- 
cupied the  chair.  Mr.  Patterson,  mem- 
l>er  of  the  committee,  opened  the  dcl)ate 
today  with  a  half-hours  siwech  in 
favfir  of  the  measure.  He  briefly 
lecounted  the  reasons  which  led  him  to 
support  the  bill.  The  sentinietal  sid«  of 
the  question,  which  made  the  projec- 
tors of  the  Paclfle  roads  great  public 
lienefactors  In  that  they  opened  up  a 
vast  wilderness  he  utterly  disregarded, 
just  as  he  did  the  view  that  they  were 
l>ul>lic  robbers.  It  was  useless  "to  dis- 
'■XMKn  Wrongs,  he  said,  which  had  no 
standing  in  the  courts.  The  truth  wa.s 
I  bat  the  government  loaned  its  bonds 
lo  the  projectors  upon  security  which 
the  I'nited  States  accepted.  The  pro. 
jectois  occupied  no  trust  relation  to  the 
,i,'ov«  rnment.  The  second  mortgage 
held  by  the  government  covered  'HiW?, 
miles.  Kach  mile  carried  an  indeliteil- 
n^Hs  of  |",!.r,4."i. 

•I  confess."  said  he.  -that  my  face  is 
set  like  Hint  against  the  governmentat 
«  ontrol  <if  these  roadij."  (Applausi-.) 
In  ((mclusion.  he  said  he  believed  the 
bill  presented  the  best  bargain  the  gov. 
ernment  could  make. 

-Mr  Harrison,  meml)er  of 'the  commit- 
tee.  followed  in  opposition  to  the  bill. 
He  l>elieved  that  the  time  for  action 
had  come,  but  he  could  not  subscribe  to 
the  remedy  i>ropo8ed  in  the  pending 
measure,  because  it  was  too  liberal  ti» 
the  companies.  The  proposition  made 
by  the  Unicm  Pacific  to  the  government 
was  much  liPtter  than  that  in  this  liill. 
"The  Pnion  Pacific  was  in  a  better  posi. 
lion  to  pay  than  the  Central.  Why 
should  they  both  be  placed  cm  the  same 
tooting?"  Mr.  Harrison  also  opposed 
the  Bell  substitute,  on  the  ground  that 
the  roads  could  not  cotnply  with  its 
provisions.  One  was  too  liberal  and 
the  other  was  too  stringent.  He  pro- 
posed a  substitute,  which  would  create 
;i  commissicm.  consisting  of  the  secre- 
'ary  of  the  treasury,  secretary  of  the 
interii>r.  and  the  attorney  gerieral.  with 
lull  power  to  settle  the  indebtedness  of 
all   the  bond  aided   railway  comr>anies. 

In  support  of  this  substitute,  he  urged 
that  congress  did  not  and  could  not  ob- 
tain  the  information  on  which  to  nego. 
liate;  second,  that  the  two  houses  could 
not  agree;  and  third,  that  a  commis- 
sion could  conduct  a  settlement  in  a 
business-like  way,  to  much  better  ad- 
\  antage  than  the  government  could,  by 
the  passage  of  the  last  »»lll. 

Mr.  Fioatner  antagonized  the  bill.  He 
insisted  that  the  government,  before 
the  execution  of  the  Thurman  act,  had 
a  lien  on  all  property  of  the  roads,  and 
that  it  cjbtalned  no  additional  scm  urity 
by  the  pending  bill.  He  declared  that 
the  government  was  not  a  helpless 
creditor  of  an  Insolvent  debtor.  The 
government  could  not  afford  to  disre- 
gard the  fact  that  these  roads  had  been 
despoiled  of  enough  money  to  pay  tlie 
entire  debt.  He  declared  that  the  gov- 
ernment had  a  right  after  it  had  ex- 
hausted its  ability  to  secure  its  debt 
from  the  njads  to  proceed  against  those 
who  had  de8i)oiled  them.  The  supreme 
<(>urt  has  held  that  the  t'nited  .States 
had  that  right  as  soon  as  the  roads  de- 
faulted.    They   had    now    defaulted. 

He  favored  a  .settlement,  he  said, 
"but  h*"  never  would  vote  for  a  measure? 
which  would  cut  off  the  right  of  the 
government  to  proceed  against  the  de- 
faulting directors  and  officers  of  the 
roads  who  had  enriched  themselves  at 
the  expense  of  these  properties.  H^^ 
wanted  it  distinctly  understood  that 
this  or  any  other  funding  bill  would 
give  these  men  a  quit  claim." 

"^s  not  that  the  real  purpose  of  the 
owners  of  the  Southern  Pacific?"  asked 
Mr.    Maguire. 

"It  is,  in  my  opiftion.  the  prime  mo- 
tive of  all  this  legislatiim,"  replied  Mr. 
Hoatner.  "The  owners  of  these  colossal 
fortunes  are  more  interested  in  reliev- 
ing themselves  of  this  liability  than  in 
.settling  the  rights  of  the  United  States." 

Mr.  Swanson.  in  opposing  the  l»il!, 
a.sserted  that  this  bill  constituted  the 
poorest  proposition,  from  the  stand- 
point of  the  government,  ever  submitted 
to  congress.  Two  years  ago.  he  said, 
the  Union  Pacific  reorganization  com- 
mittee offered  a  proposition  twice  as 
j^reat  as  this.  In  realizing  the  bill,  he 
said,  it  would  push  $45,000,000  of  securi- 
ties ahead  of  the  government's  lien. 
Certainly  no  one  counted  that  the  g<)\- 
ernment's  mortgage  >vas  not  anterior 
to  the  stock  of  the  Union  Pacific  and 
Central  Pacific-,  yet  the  stock  of  the 
former,  of  a  fact  value  of  $6t».000.000. 
sold  on  the  market  yesterday  for  $10 
and  that  of  the  Central  for  $15. 

"The  stock  of  the  Union  Pacific."  in- 
terrupted Mr.  Powers,  "is  subject  to  an 
assessment  of  $15." 

"So  much  the  better  for  mv  argu- 
ment." replied  Mr.  Swanson.  "If  it  is 
not  subject  to  the  assessment  it  woul.l 
be  worth  $15.  Pass  this  bill  and  the 
next  day  It  will  be  worth  $25." 

Mr.  McCall  opposed  the  measure  and 
directed  most  of  his  time  to  a  refutation 
of  the  claim  that  the  United  States  at 
present  had  no  lien  on  the  Omaha  ter- 
minal. 

Mr.  Johnson,  of  California,  in  the 
course  of  his  speech  in  favor  of  tlie 
Pacific  railroad  bill  this  afternoon, 
made  a  sensational  attack  on  Mayor 
Sutro  of  San  Francisco  and  Editor 
Hearst  of  the  San  Francisco  Examiner. 
He  denounced  both  in  the  most  bitter 
terms.  Mr.  Hearst  came  In  for  the  most 
emphatic  castigation  and  Mr.  Johnstiti 
made  serious  allegations  against  him. 
He  said  that  every  member  from  Cali- 
fornia except  Mr.  Bowers  would  favor 
the  bill  if  he  dared  to  express  his  honest 
sentiments- 
Mr.  Cooper,  who  followed  Mr.  John- 


son, characterized  the  latter's  atftack 
on  Mr.  Hearst  as  the  most  dlsgrac'eful 
attack  in  the  legislative  annals  of  th.< 
UnitcMl  States.  "Ho  did  It,"  said  he,  "i,i 
a  manner  known  only  to  cowards  when 
his  victim  was  absent  and  unable  to  re-' 
ply."  He  then  described  Mr.  Hearst 
Jis  ii  ifian  of  "oositive  genius."  who 
had  built  ui)  tw<»  great  newspapers,  and 
scored  Mr.  Johnson  for  standing  against 
his  state  for  this  bill.

Washington,  Jan.  S.— The  bill  limit - 
ifg  the  i>.)wer  of  Judges  to  punish  for 
ii.ntempts  of  court,  v»hich  Hepreseti- 
lutive  Ray.  of  New  York,  framed  as  a 
substitute  for  a  bill  passed  by  the  sen- 
lUc-  liisi  session,  was  acted  upon  favor- 
ably \iy  the  house  cTmniittee  on  judi- 
cinry  today.  I'.y  a  vote  of  S  to  4  tb- 
committee  decided  to  rei>ort  favoralilv 
the  bill  to  the  house.  Those  Voting  I"<ir 
it   were:

Charges    Gross  Irregularities 
in  Black's  Election. 

Washington.  Jan.  8.— Arguments  in 
the  election  contest  of  Thtmias  Watson, 
late  candidate  for  vice  president  on  t'ne 
Populist  ticket,  against  James  C.  Ulack, 
of  the  Tenth  ccmgresslonal  district  oi' 
(Jeorgia.  were  begun  today  before  hous'. 
elections  committee  No.  1.  It  was  ex- 
pected Mr.  Watson  wvauld  be  present. 
but  he  did  not  put  in  an  appearance. 
The  sitting  member.  Judge  Hlack.  was 
among  those  who  hearnl  the  arguments 
of  a  formidable  array  of  counsel. 
Messrs.  <1roswort.  Glean  and  llountn^e 
appearing  foi*  Watson,  and  Messr.^. 
Cummings.  Lamar.  Cochren  and  Wight 
for  I'.lack.  Mr.  tJlenu,  in  behalf  ol 
Watson,  .nrgued  that  the  entire  vote  of 
the  city  of  Augusta  should  be  throv.  o 
out  because  of  a  number  of  alleged  it  - 
regularities  in  registration,  and  of  ballot 
boxes,  lack  of  representation  on  tli" 
boards,  etc.  In  behalf  of  Ulack  the  en- 
tire regularity  of  the  electicm  was 
argued  by  Mr.  Cummings,  who  main- 
tained that  tht-  entire  theory  of  Wat- 
son's case  that  a  widespread  conspir- 
acy of  fraud  existed  was  not  justifieii 
by  the  facts.

Mrs.  Carew's  Poisoning  Trial- 
Other  Interesting  Matters. 

San  Fi-ancisco,  Jan,  8.— Advices  fr-om 
Japan  per  ste^amship  Coptic  say:  Th.- 
trial  of  Mrs,  W.  R.  H.  Carew  for  the 
willful  murder  of  her  husband  by  i.ois- 
oning  is  set  to  commence  on  Jan.  4  in 
her  Rritannic  majesty's  court  at  Yoko- 
hama. The  crown  advocate,  H.  H.  Wil- 
kinson, has  come  from  Suan-g  Hal  l.i 
assist  the  Yokohama  crown  prosecutor-. 
H.  C.  Lite-hfleld.  Sixty  British  residents 
of  Yokohama  have  been  summoned  for 
the  jury.  Five  only  will  lie  actually 
needed,  but  counsel  cm  both  sides  aiv 
expected  to  exercise  great  disc-rimina- 
tion.  The  c-a.se  pr-omises  to  be  one  of  the 
most  sensational  on  recoi-d. 

Two  English  officers.  Capt.  Welby  of 
the  Eighteenth  Hussar-s  and  Lieut.  Mal- 
c-<»nr  of  the  Twenty-third  Highlandei-.s 
wh.i  left  Ladakh  last  April  to  travel 
fr-om  Thibet  to  Pekin,  reaclied  the  Chin- 
ese capital  on  Dec  2,  having  ijeei>  eight 
memths  en  i-oute.  At  starting  they  had 
a  retinue  of  ai-ganns,  and  their  equip- 
ment w.as  paeke-el  on  thirty-nine  mules. 
Mri  arrival  in  Pc^kin  they  had  thr-ee 
ai'ganns  and  three  mules,  the  men  hav- 
ing deser-ted  and  the  animals  perished. 
They  passed  through  Western  an.l 
Northern  Thibet  and  met  with  much 
kindness  and  hosiMtality  at  the  hands 
of  the  Mongejliarr   tribes. 

A  naval  regatta  held  on  the  Skmida 
river.  Tokio.  on  Dec.  18  illustrates  Ja- 
pan's enthusiasm  at  present  for  naval 
matters.  Despite  the  inclemency  of  the  : 
sc'ase>n,  the  citizens  of  the  capital  and 
its  suburbs  attended  in  tens  of  thou- 
sands to  witness  the  races.  The  eni- 
percn-  himself  was  there,  and  in  the  ofli- 
ceis'  race  each  of  the  three  boats  were 
steered  by  an  imperial  prince. 

The  circulated  news  that  a  site  had  ; 
beerr  granted  to  Germany  for  an  inde- 
pendent settlement  in  Shanghai  turns 
out  to  be  inceirrect.  Germany  has  n.it 
sought  any  such  concession.  The  rum.M- 
is  supposed  to  have  owed  its  or-igin  to 
the  fact  that  ncivrotiations  for  an  ex- 
teirsiprr  of  the  general  settlement  ha.l 
passed  thr-oirgh  the  hands  of  the  Ger- 
man consul  general,  Dr-.  Steubc^t,  who 
happens  to  i>e  the  senior  foivign  con- 
sul in  Shanghai  at  prt\sent. 

A  rumor  comes  from  Chinese  sour-ces 
that  a  party  of  roughs  in  the  city  c;f 
Lanchow,  in  Anheti  province,  recently 
seized  the  Roman  Catholic  pr-iest  of  th*» 
district,  compelled  him  by  murderous 
threats  to  adore  a  local  idol  and  sign  a 
document,  the  contents  of  which  ar'> 
not  stated.

Chicago. 

Chicago,  Jan.  8.— The  c^ase  again^a 
John  A.  Hanley  for  vhdation  of  the  i'.i- 
terstate  coinmerce  laws  prohibiting  r." 
bate.s  was  ai',?ued  today,  and  it  will  5:0 
to  the  Jury  at  the  close  of  the  afterno<  11 
.session.  The  government  placed  on  th- 
stand  Edward  Wilder,  secretary  and 
treasurer  of  the  Santa  Fe  rcjad,  to 
identify  the  minute  book  with  respc'  t. 
to  the  change  of  name  of  the  corpom 
tion  Feb.  24,  1863. 

Mr.  Wilder  did  not  prove  an  excepti<  n 
to  the  lack  of  knowledge  displayed  l«y 
the  railroad  offlciaiswho  have  preced<  d 
him  on  the  stanil.  He  is  not  ])ositiv.' 
that  the  book  in  question  was  an  ofTicial 
one.  It  is  the  same,  he  said,  and  con^ 
tains  the  minutes  of  the  stockholdeis' 
meetings.  He  ccjuld  not  recognize  some 
of  the  writing  in  the  book  as  the  per- 
sonal work  of  his  predecessor,  C.  W. 
Pierce. 

Judge  Grosscup  was  evidently  undc  r 
the  impression  that  Wilder's  officiu! 
position  and  the  manifest  c-haracter  of 
the  book  were  amide  i>roof  of  Identili- 
cation,  for  he  allowed  the  i?aiTie  to  l;o 
admitted  in  €»vidence,  despite  Attorne.v 
Forrest's  objections.  Gen.  HIack  then 
led  off  In  the  argument  for  the  prosecu- 
tion. He  was  stopped  Just  as  he  was 
getting  into  his  speech  by  an  objeclioo 
of  Attorney  Forrest.  Gen.  RIack  de- 
manded of  the  court  that  he  be  not  in- 
terrupted in  such  a  manner  during  hi.^ 
address.  "Let  Mr.  Forrest  have  an  ex- 
ception to  everything  I  say.  but  do  nit 
let   him   interrupt   me."

Many  irresponsible  rumors  have  been 
in  circulation  regarding  the  granting  of 
franchises,  etc., by  the  council,  and  there 
have  been  sensational  stories  that  no 
one  could  obtain  anything  from  the 
council  without  paying  for  it.  The 
Herald  has  on  its  o\<n  account  carefully 
investigated  several  of  the  stories  at 
different  times  and  found  them  to  be 
utterly  without  foundation  in  fact.  On 
the  other  hand,  it  discovered  evidence 
that  several  of  the  aldermen  were  ap- 
proached at  one  time  with  offers  of 
boodle  and  indignantly  refused  to  be 
bought.  The  facts  of  this  ca.se  were 
published  by  The  Herald  at  the  time 
and  created  quite  a  sensation,  owin-g  to 
the  prominence  of  the  parties  involved. 
It  Is  safe  to  say  that  a  strict  inquiry 
into  the  actions  of  the  council  during 
the  past  year  will  demonstrate  that  it 
has  been  free  from  corrupt  influence, 
and  that  the  aldermen  have  end€!avore>l 
to  faithfully  perform  their  full  duty  to 
their  constituents. 

The  stories  about  corruption  in  the 
police  department  are  probably  as  de- 
void of  foundation  as  the  other  stories. 
The  morning  paper  was  the  author  of 
these  rumors.  It  made  some  vague 
charges  a  short  time  ago  that  gambling 
houses  were  running  wide  open  and 
that  police  officials  were  receiving 
"rake  offs"  for  permitting  them  to  run 
without  molestation.  When  called  upon 
for  more  specific  information  upon  the 
subject,  the  News  Tribune  failed  to 
give  any.  It  was  evidently  merely  giv- 
ing publicity  to  street  rumors  and  knew 
absolutely  nothin,g  about  what  it  wa.s 
talking.  If  it  has  any  evidence  to  sup- 
port the  charges  which  it  published, 
now  is  the  time  for  it  to  come  to  the 
front.  The  grand  jury  is  ready  to  le- 
ceive  and  consider  and  investi'gate  the 
character  of  any  evidence  which  the 
News  Tribune  can  furnish  as  to  corrui'- 
tion  In  the  police  department.  If  it 
fails  now  to  support  the  charges  to 
which  it  gave  publicity,  the  people  can- 
not be  blamed  if  they  stamp  it  as  a 
despicable  "fakir,"  seeking  to  create  u 
sensation,  even  at  the  expense  of  th':^ 
good  name  of  the  city  and  by  attacking 
without  warrant  the  reputations  of  the 
police  ofllcials.

NATIONAL   DIVORCE    LAW. 

The  St.  Joseph  Gazette  says:  "A 
movement  is  on  foot  for  a  national  di- 
vorce law.  This  has  been  brought 
about  by  the  extreme  laxity  of  divorce 
statutes  in  some  of  the  states  of  the 
Union.  Under  the  present  Iciose  and 
imperfect  system  of  granting  divorces 
in  this  country,  the  rigid  laws  which 
prevail  in  some  states  are  completely 
nullified  In  those  of  others.  For  in- 
stance, if  a  man  In  Kansas  or  Missouri, 
or  most  any  other  state,  becomes  dis- 
satisfied with  his  wife  for  some  trivial 
reason,  all  that  he  has  lo  do  Is  to  take 
up  his  residence  for  a  short  time  in  one 
of  the  states  of  the  Northwest  or  Okla- 
homa. Within  a  few  months  after  emi- 
grating he  will  experience  the  satisfac- 
tion of  being  once  more  single.  While 
the  evils  arising  from  the  lack  of  uni- 
form divorce  laws  is  manifest  to  evei-j" 
one  who  has  given  the  subject  any 
thought,  it  is  simply  out  of  the  ques- 
tion to  secure  a  general  law  without 
first  amending  the  constitution  of  the 
United  States.  At  present  the  right  to 
grant  divorces  is  vested  in  the  several 
states,  and  not  until  this  right  is  sur- 
rendered to  the     general     government

The  merchants,  too.  who  have  had  the 
.s.-rews  of  credit  pretty  well  tightened  for 
;:  year  or  two.  have  ordered  the  tension 
relaxc-d  and  country  customerw  lind  them- 
selves able  to  purchase  more  tiberally 
than  at  any  time  befc»re  in  three  years. 
The  result  is  th.it  larger  movements  of 
merchandise  are  observable,  and  activity 
is  much  greater  than  is  api>areiit  lo  thctsi- 
renio\ed  from  the  scones  of  imrchuse, 
cb-livery  and  transfer. 

The  return  of  i)rosperity  is  delll^erate 
t>'.it  determined.  It  is  coming  up  the  slope 
of  aihcislty,  not  .  with  a  rush.  l)ut  la- 
lioriously  slow  and  sttady.  Thert>  is  no 
looting  of  whistles,  clanging  of  bells  or

of  thfs  city.  This  apiiointment  was  decid- 
ed upon  some  time  ago,  and  though  all 
sorts  of  denials  may  be  entered  by  inter- 
ested persons,  the  accuracy  of  this  state- 
ment will  be  fully  confirmed  two  months 
hence,  when  President  McKinley  sends  to 
the  senate  his  first  batch  of  appointments 
in  the  diplomatic  and  consular  service. 

Mr.  Hay  ha.s  been  a  resident  of  Wash- 
ington a  good  many  \ears,  but  his  ap- 
pointment will  be  charged  to  Ohio, 
whenc'p   he  came. 

Jidin  Hay.  as  Is  well  known,  was  one  of 
President  Lincoln's  seoretarios.  He  met 
Mr.  IJncoln  at  Springfield,  111.,  where  he 
had  studied  law  and  been  admitted  to  the 
bar.  He  was  with  Mr.  Lincoln  almost 
constantly  until  the  president's  death. 
He  galnc-ci  a  liitle  military  experience  also 
acting  as  the  presidents  adjutant  and  aid- 
de-camp,  and  serving  for  several  months 
.IS  major  and  assistant  adjutant  general 
under  Oen.  Hunter  and  Gen.  Gillmoiv.  He 
was  brevetted  lieutenant  colonel  and 
colonel.

Mr.  Hay  has  had  a  great  deal  of  dipio- 
m.itic  extjorlenee.  He  has  been  secretary 
of  legation  at  Paris,  at  Vienna  and  at 
Madrid,  and  was  often  charge  d'affaires 
ad  interim  at  each  of  these  capitals.  He 
was  for  some  lime  an  editorial  writer  on 
the  New  York  Tribune,  and  f<»r  seven 
months  was  the  editor-in-chief  of  that 
paper.  In  1.S75  he  removed  to  Cleveland, 
(■•hio.  where  he  married  a  daughter  of 
Amasa  Stone,  a  very  rich  man.  For  sev- 
eral years  Mr.  Hay  was  active  In  politics 
In  Ohio.  In  the  Hayes  administration  he 
was  tirst  assistant  8«»cretary  of  state,  and 
Won  an  envial>le  reiniiatlon  in  that  re- 
sponsible post.  In  ISSl  111*  wa.s  pn»sident 
of   the   International  sanitary   congres.s.

Dave  Clough  Fights  a  Draw 
With  His  Message. 

Minn?apolis  Times:  The  Times  is  jn- 
i  :>rmed  by  a  slajte  capitol  authority  who  is 
in  a  position  ;o  know,  that  the  govornor  s 
annual  messjage,  read  Lo  the  legisOature  yes- 
terday, was  written  by  ex-R/av.  L^  Gra  id 
i'owers.  Who  already  thus  early  is  api>oint- 
((1  labor  commissioner.  Those  who  are  fa- 
miliar wjih  the  literary  siyle  of  Mr.  Powers 
suiiporc  :his  statement  with  inlenial  e\i- 
denc*'.  This  also  explains  the  unusual  a  - 
i:v:ty  of  Mr.  Powers  i:i  the  various  capi- 
tol ciepartments  which  has  been  naied  by 
the  newspaper  fraierniiy  buring  the  iiast 
few  weeks.  Certainly  the  phraseology,  a^ 
well  as  length,  is  very  Power-like  and  ex- 
ceedingly un-Clough-like.  No  wonder  the. 
^'overnor  could  not  pronounce  all  the  words, 
and  had  to  omit  reading  numsrous  manu- 
script iiages  covering  some  circumlocutory 
►.nd  ja,w-l)reaking  topics.  David  read  at  it 
an  lioiu-  and  ten  minutes,  a.nd  then  left 
on?-thir(l  of  it  unread. 

One  of  the  pet  terms  of  Commissioner 
Pwers,  whach  David  could  not  get  through 
was  the  word  "publicist."  Ihe  governor 
wrestled  wi.<h  it.  scrutinized  it,  punched  it 
on  this  side  and  on  that,  ancl  finally  con- 
cluded liiat  Powers  intended  to  say  "ihe 
public." 

In  this  same  paiTisage  the  governor  ais> 
exhibited  his  peculiarity  of  elocution  in 
lussing  over  ;he  punctuation  -marks,  often 
IreadJng  right  over  a  period  without  pause. 

For  example.  Rev.  Le  Grand  Powers 
gra.ndiasely  referred  to  "that  unwise  move- 
ment from  the  farm  to  the  city  which  all 
publicists  have  of  late  deplored."  The  au- 
thor of  "The  Purchasing  Power  of  Gold  " 
hen  went  on  to  say  :  "Tilling  of  the  sod 
is  the  most  important  industry  in  the 
state."  But  the  governor  made  this  Poweis- 
'.ike  passage  read  Cloughly,  to  wit:  i 

"That  unwise  movemen.  from  the  farm 
to  ih?  city  which  all  the  public  have  of 
late  deplored  tilling  of  the  soil."  etc. 

This  was  dilTerent.  and  Le  Grand  hm- 
melf.  who  sat  with  arms  folded  and  ha  1 
thrown  back  in  the  front  row  ius;  und  r 
the  platform,  in  order  to  be  ready  at  hand 
to  prompt  his  governorship  in  the  difflcu  t 
passiiges.  was  much  i)ut  out  at  the  pl^b:an 
wav  in  which  David  muLilaied  the  passage, 
anii  with  difficulty  could  reaa-ain  him?e!f. 

The  word  "metallurgy,"  in  i'.he  chapt  r 
in  the  universitv.  also  puzzled  hizzone'. 
After  stabbing  at  i:  once  or  twice,  the 
governor  concluded  that  the  reverend  au- 
t'nor  was  talking  about  theological  mat- 
'  t-rs,  and  so  pronounced  the  wc^ra  som^*- 
ihing  like  "my;nology."  It  was  with  great 
wisdom  rhat  the  governor  steered  clear  of 
t!ie  chapter  on  animal  diseases  and  turned 
that  down  entirely  without  reading.  How 
culd  the  governor  be  expected  lo  pro- 
nounce, let  alone  understand  the  meaning, 
of  such  fqrms  as  "tuberculin"  and  "tub  r- 
culosis."  Powers  ought  to  have  known 
better.

SPANISH  BUTCHERIES. 


Horrible  Contents  of  a  Pit  Near 
Guanabacoa. 

New  York.  Jan.  8.— A  Key  West  dis- 
patch to  the  World  says:  Evidences  of 
awful  butcheries  at  Guanabacoa  accu- 
mulate daily,  advices  from  Havana  re- 
port that  a  great  pit  filled  with  corpses 
and  human  fragments  was  discovered 
Monday  i  iia  c-ane  field  not  more  than  a 
mile  from  that  place.  A  careful  inves- 
tigation revealed  at  least  twenty  bctdies. 
iind  at  least  as  many  more  legs  and 
arms,  other  parts  of  the  dismembered 
bodies  being  missing.  Of  the  bodies  re- 
m.nining  entire,  four  were  those  of  wo- 
men, three  of  ycjung  misses,  one  of  a 
girl  not  more  than  HI  years  old.  four  of 
boys  and  the  rest  of  men.  Permission  to 
l)iiry  the  remains  were  brutally  refused, 
with  a  thre.tt  that  if  this  slaughter  was 
complained  of.  many  more  would  lie  add- 
ed to  what  Spanish  officials  called  the 
"Cuban  dirt  i)ile."  The  edict  refusing  per- 
mission t<o  remove  furniture  and  cjther 
thing.<5,  unless  asked  for  twenty-four 
hours  previously,  is  taken  advantage  of 
1>y  the  Spanish  soldiers  tco  wrec-k  build- 
ings and  revile  and  insult  if  not  kill 
persons  suspec-ted  of  Cuban  leanings. 
Some  families  in  the  poorer  portion  of  the 
city,  who  did  not  know  of  the  edict  start- 
ed to  move  Sunday  night.  After  they  had 
loaded  their  furniture  on  wagons,  t'ne 
liolic^e  and  soldiers  fired  on  them,  killing 
eight  persons  including  several  innocent 
pa.«sers-by.  In  the  ollicial  report  It  was 
stated  that  the  troops  had  l)een  attacked 
and  that  several  rebels  had  been  killed.

The  advertisement.  instructions, 
specifications  and  propo:-,als  for  the 
dredging  to  be  done  in  the  harbor  .H,t 
Duluth  and  Superior  have  been  printe.1 
by  Maj.  Sears,  and  contain. some  things 
which  may  be  of  interr-st  to  the  gen- 
eral public.  The  adve  rtisement  call.s 
for  bids  for  the  remo  val  of  21,000,0"0 
cubic  yards  in  the  harbor  at  the  two 
places.  As  is  known  already,  they  are 
to  be  received  up  to  Feb.  15.  1897. 

The  general  instnw-tions  to  bidders 
are  opened  by  calling  their  attention 
to  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  w  hich 
prohibit  the  importation  of  foreigners 
or  aliens  under  contract  or  agivement 
to  perform  labor  in  the  United  States. 
The  second  specification  is  as  follows: 

"Preference  will  be  given  to  articles 
or  materials  of  domestic  production, 
conditions  of  quality  a.»id  price  being 
equal,  including  in  the  price  of  foreign 
articles  the  duty  therer.n." 

The  bidder  getting  the  work  will  be 
obliged  to  give  a  bond  of  $250,000,  and 
the  guarantors  are  to  justify  in  the 
sum  of  $50,000. 

The  amount  available  for  the  dred'g- 
Ing  is  $2,100,000,  and  out  of  that  must 
be  paid  the  cost  of  inspection  and  ad- 
ministration. The  government  reserves 
the  right  to  increa.se  the  estimate  of 
21,000.000  yards  by  not  exceeding  5,000.- 
000  yards,  this  being  contingent  on  the 
price  bid;  also  to  decrease  it  by  not  to 
exceed  .3,000,000  yards.  Not  more  than 
25  per  cent  of  the  whole  amount  of  the 
contract  is  to  be  paid  for  in  any  one 
year,  running  from  July  1  to  July  1. 
The  following  statement  is  made: 

"The  10  per  cent  on  each  monthly 
estimate  will  l>e  reserved  until  the  total 
amount  thus  retained  is  equal  to  10  per 
cent  of  the  cost  of  completing  the  re- 
mainder of  the  contract,  as  estimated 
by  the  engineer  officer  in  charge.

Impressive   Ceremonies    at 
the  Installation  of  Arch- 
bishop oF  Canterbury. 


Disturber     Who     Cried 
'Fraud"  Was  Promptly 
Ejected. 


Canterbury,  Jan.  >.— The  Rt.  Hon.  anil 
Most  Rt'v.  FrediMifk  Temple.  IXD..  was 
enthroned  today  at  the  cathedral  here 
as  archbishop  of  Canterbury  and 
primate-  of  all  England.  The  ap- 
proaches to  the  cathedral  weif 
Ihron.ered.  and  the  other  editke  was 
tilled  with  speitators  soon  aftei-  the 
doors  were  opened.  The  mandate  for 
the  enthronement  was  presented  by  the 
vicar  jreiieial  of  the  chapter  oi"  Cantei- 
bury.  After  this  ceremony,  tin-  chap- 
ter proceeded  to  the  deanery  and  loii- 
liucted  the  ar<'hbishop  to  the  sieat  west 
tloor.  The  procession  was  formed, 
headed  by  the  Hedesmen  and  the  hipli 
seneschail.  the  municipal  representa- 
tives.

Was   Finally   Shot   By   One 

of    the    Posse    and 

Killed. 


Sumter,  S.  C.  Jan.  8.— Jake  Dargan. 
colored,  living  five  miles  the  other  side 
of  Sumter,  from  Lynchburg,  the  scene 
of  the  horrible  tragedy  in  which  five 
persons  lost  their  lives,  went  to  \V.  S. 
Rurkett,  a  white  neighbor,  this  morn- 
ing, about  2  o'clock,  and  said  that 
Simon  CcM)per  had  come  to  his  house 
and  was  there  asleep.  Rurkett  rode  to 
Sumter  with  the  news,  and  a  deputy 
sheriff,  with  a  posse  of  nine  men,  im- 
tnediately  left.  A  woman  and  man 
were  in  the  house  with  Cooper.  He 
sent  out  the  woman,  and  later  sent  the 
man  to  buy  him  ammunition  in  Cam- 
den,  giving  him  a  sample  shell.  The 
man  rode  over  to  the  ))osse  and  gave 
them  the  shells,  (^ooper  is  in  the  houses 
alone,  is  well  armed  with  Winchesters, 
with  which  he  this  morning  kept  up  a 
eontinuous   Hie. 

The  house  is  small  and  cm  a  hill,  so  a 
p<)sse  cannot  c-ome  near  with  any  de- 
gree of  safety.  A  cannon  used  for  tir. 
ing  salutes  has  been  secui"ed.  as  the 
only  way  to  capture  Cooper,  without 
further  l<»ss  of  life,  is  to  demolish  the 
house  in  w  hich  he  is  l)arricaded.  There 
is  no  ammunition  forcarmon  in  Sumter, 
and  it  will  be  loaded  with  bolts  antl 
nuts. 

.\  messenger  named  McCown.  who 
has  just  arrived  for  ammunition,  says 
Cooper  is  shooting  through  a  hole  in 
the  chimney,  and  that  once  Cooper 
came  out  of  the  house  with  a  shot  gun 
and  was  taking  aim  when  he  (M<- 
t'own)  fired  at  him.  (^1oper  imme. 
diately  dropped  his  gun,  knelt  and 
pressed  his  hands  on  his  left  side,  about 
four  inches  below  the  heart.  McCown. 
therefore,  feels  certain  that  he  hit  him. 
Cooper  did  not  shoot,  but  returned  tc. 
the  house. 

Men  have  l>een  braving  town  all  morn- 
ing, ancl  now  pr«d>al)ly  100  men.  armed 
with  all  kinds  of  wt>apons.  are  on  the 
Scene.

S.  C.  Jan.  8.— Later:  Simon 
Cooper  is  dead.  N'ews  has  Just  l>een 
br(»ught  to  town  that  he  was  shot  by 
the  posse  around  the  house  l>efore 
canncm  arrived.     Xo  details  were  given. 

An  eye-witness  to  ("ooper's  death 
says  that  about  noon  the  crowd  began 
to  close  in,  c(»ming  aiound  from  the 
side  to  the  right  of  the  chimney  from 
which  Cooper  was  firing.  Noah 
.\ustin  placed  a  dynamite  bomb  near, 
and  it  was  exploded.  Cooper  came  to 
the  door  and  threw  up  his  hands.  As 
he  did  so  a  shot  was  fired  and  he  fell. 
The  ball  entered  his  left  c-heek.  He 
called  for  one  or  more  gentlemen  who 
were  not  i.rc\sent.  and  died  a  few  min- 
utes afterwards.  The  coroner  em- 
panelled a  jury  immediately,  and  pro- 
ceeded to  hold  an  Inquest,  which  is  now 
in  session.  Xo  one  of  the  imsse  was 
hurt,  (tovernor  Evans  had  ordered 
Cooper  taken  dead  or  alive. 


INTRIGUEjN  CUBA. 

Said  to  Be  Plotting  For  Wey- 
ler's  Removal. 

New  York,  Jan.  S.— A  copyrighted  dis- 
patch to  the  World  fi"om  Havana  via 
Tampa,  Jan.  8.  says:  Intrigue  Is  on  foot 
here  against  (Sen.  Weyler.  as  a  year  ago 
there  was  an  intrigue  against  Gen. 
Campos,  and  that  old  gentleman  was 
compelletl  to  retire  from  Cuba.  The 
leaders  of  the  union  constitutional 
party  (the  Spanish  Conservatives), 
whose  policy  has  always  been  that  of 
rule  or  i  uin,  at  that  time;,  finding  that 
Gen.  Campos  was  disposed  to  recogni'ie 
nize  others  than  themselves,  plotted 
against  him  in  Spain,  as  well  as  in 
Cul)a.  and  the  honest,  sincere  and  chiv- 
alrous gentleman  was  forced  to  re- 
tire. 

Already  some  of  the  same  men  who 
led  the  movement  against  Campos  ari- 
engaged  in  the  same  kind  of  plotting 
against  Gen.  Weyler.  The  Marquis  De 
Apejt  Teguia  is  the  official  leader  of  the 
Con.servative  party.  He  is  a  Cuban, 
but  he  outdoes  the  most  pronounced 
Spaniard  in  his  conservatism.  He  is 
the  managing  director  of  a  -great  sugar 
estate  near  Clenfuegos  that  is  owned 
by  a  company  controlled  by  the  Welsh 
Rros..  of  New  York. 

De  Apes  Teguia  and  others  have  don»^ 
much  to  create  the  conditlcms  which  led 
to  the  present  rebellion.  He  is  exe- 
crated l)y  the  insurgent  leadeis. 
Gomez  tried  to  destroy  the  Constansia 
sugar  estate,  but  De  Apez  Teguia  placed 
a  private  armed  guard  of  60(J  men  on  the 
property,  which  he  now  maintains. 
Weyler  has  forbidden  the  grinding  of 
cane  and  sugar  making  as  a  military 
measure,  and  thus  he  has  run  u\> 
against  the  interests  of  the  marquis. 
The  latter  does  not  dare  openly  to  an- 
tagonize the  captain  general.  A  cell  in 
Cabanas  would  very  likely  be  the  fate 
of  anyone  who  attempted  to  do  towards 
Weyler  what  was  done  with  impunity 
towards  Matshal  Campos.  The  plotting 
is  conducted  with  caution  and  great 
secrecy. 

Dp  Apez  Tfguia  recently  announced  la 
the  press  thai  he  will  sail  for  Spain  Ju'i 
10.  This  movement  is  regarded  a.s  being 
i.uended  to  show  Weyler  that  he  has  nr,/- 
po.sed  to  make  his  iight  in  Madrid.  Th  r 
Sire  unmistakable  l.ndlcations  Chat  Weyler'- 
official  term  will  soon  end.  Private  inie:ii- 
geace  shows  that  a  crisLs  may  be  precipi- 
tated any  clay.  The  death  of  Maceo  iidcd 
ovr-r  a  crisi.'^  that  was  then  impending,  and 
wliich  may  again  ari.se.  He  is  in  a  qnarr-l 
with  ihe  representatives  of  powerful  Mad- 
rid newspapers,  who  were  boldly  criticizinu 
some  of  his  executive  acts.  It  is  not  a  ques- 
lion  of  the  rebellion,  but  a  side  issue  aris- 
ing out  ofJthe  administration  of  the  armv.

OLD  SIOUX  CAVE  FOUND. 

.Jonathan  Carver,  one  of  the  first  ex- 
plorers of  the  Northwest,  makes  men- 
tion in  one  of  his  boks  of  a  large  cave, 
with  walls  corered  with  Indian  pic- 
ture-writing, and  near  the  southern 
boundary  of  Minnesota,  says  a  Winona. 
Minn.,  correspondent  of  the  Boston 
Transcript.  A  Winona  scientist  has 
just  located  this  cave,  and  it  has  be.^n 
thoroughly  explored.  It  is  at  Lamoill  >. 
sixteen  miles  south  of  "Winona,  Th  • 
entrance  to  the  cave  is  seml-clrcular 
fifty  feet  wide  and  twenty  feet  hign.

A  space,  v.here 
the  water  has  preventr^d  i.O)p]«  from 
marring  It,  is  literally  covereJ  v.ith 
drawing  of  raccoons,  c^agle^,  musk- 
rats,  beavers.  rattlesnr-.kes  of  all 
lengths,  birds,  buffalo  he.ids  and  nosts 
of  other  animals.  The  picture.'?  nre  be- 
yond doubt  the  work  of  lad5a;i  tribes 
mostly  the  Sioux,  who  lived  !a  the  re- 
gion for  centuries.

There  is  an  item  eontinuitrg 
the  Dawes  <-onimission.  with  special 
salaries  and  compensation,  tnsl  -SlO.'.iOO 
is  given  for  the  expenses  of  the  com- 
mis.sion  of  citizens  who  «.?rve  v/ithout 
i-ompensation. 

The  claims  of  the  old  settlers  or  Cher- 
okee Indians,  which  has  been  a  ques. 
tion  for  years,  was  settled  by  the  clause 
directing  the  seeretai'v  of  the  interior 
to  pay  the  amout  ($S6.-.iOJi  of  th<.'  lequl- 
silion  or  requisitions  made  by  the  na- 
tional treasurer  of  the  Cher-okee  In- 
dians to  such  pei-8ons  as  the  <jld  set- 
tler-s  may  appoint  In  spe  ial  council.  In 
the  last  sesslorr  the  s»nnte  etide'iViUod 
to  dividt'  this  remaining  balance?  of  Ihe 
money  to  thost>  w  h.i  had  «eciii-eil  Che 
allowance  of  the  claims.

One  on  Land  Titles  and  the 
Other  on  Indians. 

Washington,  Jan.  9.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.) — Congressman  Towne  today  in- 
troduced two  hills.  One  provides  that 
titles    shall    be    confirmed    to    purchasers 

under  the  timber  and  stone  act  of  "of- 
fafed  lands."  who  have  heretofore  flle<l 
proof  under  that  ;Rt.  It  aso  provides 
that  entrymen  under  this  act  may  com- 
plete their  purchases  of  this  class  of  lands 
upon    filing   necessary   pi-oof. 

The  second  bill  i>rovides  for  the  re- 
moval of  Chippewa  Indians  of  Minneso- 
ta, other  than  those  on  the  Red  Lake 
r-eservation  to  the  White  Earth  reserva- 
tion and  the  allotment  to  each  Indian  of 
160  acres  of  land.  The  members  of  the 
various  tribes  are  privileged,  however,  to 
take  allotments  w-horc  they  now  reside.

SUICIDE 


Frank  Williams,  the  Omaha 
Freight  Agent  at  Supe- 
rior, Shot  Himself. 


Brooksville.      Ky..      Jan.      9.— Robert 
Laughlin  was  hanged  at  8:37.     Follow  -  ■ 
ing  is  the  story  of  his  crimes: 

On    a    farm    near    Augusta,    Bracken 

county,   on   the   night  of  Feb.   14,   1896, 

Robert  Laughlin,  a  tenant  and  a  far-m 

laborer,   was  guilty  of  the  triple  crime 

of  personal  outrage  to  his  niece  and  her 

murderer-,  and  also  the  murder  of    his 

wife   and   ar-son.     A  jur'y  accepted   his 

own  confession  of  his  guilt  and  decided 
that  he  should  han^.  Robert  Laughlin 
and  his  wife  Sarah,  Feb.  14,  visited  the 
family  of  Lee  Jones  near  Augusta,  and 
returning  took  with  them  their  niece, 
Mary  Jones,  then  14  years  old.  to  re- 
main over  night.  Evei-ything  went  well 
in  the  Laughlin  home  and  all  retired  in 
fine  spirits  at  the  usual  hour-. 

About  ;!  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  Feb. 
15  Mrs.   Laughlin  was  awakened  by  a 
struggle  and  a  noise  fr-om  Mary's  bed- 
room, and  striking  a  light,  she  learned  ' 
her  husband  had  attempted  an  outrage  i 
upon  the  girl,  and  she  threatened  to  ex-  j 
pose   him.        He   thereupon    seized  'the 
heavy  poker  and  struck  his  invalid  wife 
dead  w  ith  a  single  blow-.   -The  frightened 
niece  attempted  to  escape  by  flight,  in 
her  night  clothes,  and  was  laid  dead  at 
the  door  by  a  blow  in  the  back  of  her 
head. 

Laughlin's  next  thou-ght  was  to  burn 
the  house  and  destroy  the  bodies,  mutil- 
ate himself  and  tell  the  stoi-y  of  assault 
and  murder  by  tramps.  He  burned  the 
house,  but  hesitated  about  mutilating 
himself,  and  statred  to  Augusta,  about 
thi-ee  miles  distant,  to  tell  his  story  to 
W.  O.  Holmes,  high  officer  of  the  Odd 
Fellows'  lodge.  He  changed  his  mind, 
after  nearly  reaching  Augusta,  retraced 
his,  steps,  and  standing  near  the  burn- 
ing' house,  cut  his  neck  and  side  with  a 
pocket  knife,  burned  his  clothes  and 
then  went  to  the  home  of  his  sister,  Mrs. 
McCracken,  told  his  lie,  returned  to  his 
home  and  by  the  embers  repeated  his 
story  to  crowds  of  indignant  people 
gathered   there. 

Bloodhounds  were  put  on  the  track  of 
the  supposed  tramps.  They  foHowed 
Laughlin's  footsteps  to  near  Augusta 
and  then  folowed  them  back  to  thi 
burning  house.  The  faithful  animal:^ 
traced  his  trail  to  the  home  of  his  sis- 
ter and  followed  it  back  to  the  scene  of 
his  crime.  The  testimony  of  these 
dumb  witnesses  was  too  much.  Sus- 
picion was  lixed  on  Laughlin  and  he 
was  jailed  at  Brooksville,  where  on 
Sunday  night  he  confessed. 

He  was  taken  to  Maysville  to  avoia 
lynching,  and   after  his  trial  and  con-  ; 
viction  he  was  removed  to  Covington,  t 
Ky.,    for    safe    keeping,    w-here    he    re-  ' 
malned  till  brought  to  Brooksville  to  be 
hanged.    In  the  Covington  jail  his  com- 
panions and  cronies  were  Jackson  and 
Walling,  murderers  convicted  and  sen- 
tenced to  be  hanged  for  the  murder  of 
Pearl     Bryan     Just   two  weeks   before 
Laughlin's  crime. 

BOUND  TO  SEE  IT. 

— A  Times  Star 
special  from  iirooksville,  Ky..  says  the 
crowd  suc<'eeded  in  breaking  down  the 
enclosure  before  the  prisoner-  was 
brought  out.  so  that  the  execution  was 
public.

McGRATH'S  DEATH. 

Said  to  be  the  Result  of  a.  Fool- 
ish Wager. 

Barnesville,  Minn..  Jan.  9. — A  r-ei)ort 
cir-culated  in  regard  to  the  death  ot 
Thomas  McGrath  indicates  one  of  the 
most  foolhardy  experiments  yet  heard 
of.  It  is  :^aid  that  the  victim  made  a 
bet  of  $50  with  one  Robinson  that  he 
could  go  out  to  his  farm,  two  miles 
away,  and  buck  during  the  terrible 
storm.  Accompanied  by  Peter  Thomp- 
son and  Peter  Eugels,  the  mayor,  he 
started.  They  arrived  at  the  far-m 
safely,  but  Engels  and  Thompson  be- 
came frightened  by  the  storm  and 
urged  McGrath  to  give  up  his  deter- 
mination of  returning.  He  seemingly 
acquiesced   and   they  all   retit-ed. 

About  11  o'clock  McGt-ath  got  up.  un- 
known  to   his   companions,    and. 


West  Superior,  Wis.,  Jan.  9. — (Spe- 
<ial  to  The  Herald.)— Ft-ank  K.  Wil- 
liams, general  freight  agent  of  the 
Omaha,         committed  suicide        at 

the  West  Superior  hotel  during  last 
night.  His  lifeless  bcniy  was  discovered 
in  Rotjm  211  at  the  West  Superior  hotel 
at  1  p.  m.  In  his  hands  was  clutched  a 
fierce  looking  44-caliber  revolver,  which 
had  sent  a  bullet  intc  its  victim's  fore- 
head. Williams  pulled  the  trigger  with 
the  thumb  of  one  hand,  holding  the 
pistol  in  place  by  grasping  the  barrel 
with  the  other  hand. 

No  cause  is  assigned  for  the  rash  act, 
except  despondency.  He  w-as  to  be  suc- 
ceeded as  agent  at  West  Superior  Jan. 
15,  but  it  was  understood  that  he  would 
receive  a  position  alsewhei-e,  probably 
at  Ashland,  Wis.  He  is  a  brother--in- 
law  of  General  Purchasing  Agent  W. 
H.  Wright,  of  the  Omaha.  His  father 
resides  at  Hudson,  Wis.  Williams  was 
about  36  years  old  and  single.  He  has 
been  here  since  1889.

TRIPLE  TRAGEDY. 

Janesvitle  Man  Kills  His  Fam- 
ily and  Himself. 

Milwaukee.  Jan.  H.— A  special  from  Jane.s- 
ville.

Herman  Slim  killed  his  wife  and  son  last 
night  and  then  committed  suicide.  All  three 
l)0dies  were  found  weltering  in  their  blood 
at  7  o'clock  this  morning  when  employes 
opened  the  store  over  which  the  family 
lived.

;!ie  revolver  half  submerged  in  a  iK>ol  of 
his  blood  lay  on  the  bedroom  fl30r.  Four 
shots  were  llred  and  several  people  heard 
them,  but  did  not  investigate. 


PAUL  BEAULIEU  ILL. 
White  Earth,  Minn.,  Jan.  9.— Paul 
Beaulieu,  the  venerable  Chippewa  in- 
terpreter, orator  and  statesman,  and 
one  of  Minnesota's  earliest  pioneers, 
has  been  confined  to  his  home  and  seri- 
ously ill  for  several  days.

I  have  talked  to  some  of  our 
city  business  men,  who  do  not  care  to 
come  to  m.x  tt>rms  but  are  willing  to  a-;- 
sist  linani-ially.  provided  I  show  to  them 
my  principles  of  power  and  motion,  which 
I  decline  to  do.  especially  when  they  re- 
luse  to  furnish  bonds  for  the  faithful 
t-:!rryins'  out  of  their  part.

TRADE  OUTLOOK. 

Dun  Sees  Some  Good  Things 
Near  at  Hand. 

New  York.  Jan.  9.— R.  G.  Dun  &  Co."* 
weekly  review  of  trade  today  says:  The 
—the  past  year  has  swept  out  of  the  way 
a  great  number  of  unsound  concerns 
which.  In  any  time  of  activity,  would 
have  been  dangerous  to  business.  Of  the 
1.5.2SG  commercial  and  banking  failures  In 
IS.%  with  liabilities  of  $27f!.815.749.  a  large 
share  representeti  crippling  or  losses  in 
previous  years,  or  the  \-iolence  of  specula- 
tive storms  in  1895  or  the  first  half  ot  1890, 
while  thousands  more  resulted  from  the 
fiiry  of  the  political  tornado  last  fall. 

Banking  failures  amounting  to  $5.7is.- 
91')  during  the  year  averaged  $1,50,156  each 
and  were  145  per  cent  larger  than  in  lS9.j. 
Commercial  failures  amounted  to  $22'?.096.- 
Sn4.  a  little  over  $1. 000.00(1  having  been  add- 
ed by  the  last  day  of  the  year,  but  the 
average  of  liabilities,  $14,932  was  smaller 
than  in  some  years  of  great  prosperity. 

The  failures  of  brcjkerage  and  other 
commercial  concerns  averaged  ?58.41S. 
each  increasing  1&.3  per  cent  over  1S9.5. 
while  manufacturing  failures  averaged 
$28,8iKs  each  anil  increased  34  per  cent  and 
trading  fiiilures  increased  IS  per  cent  and 
averaged  only  $9«J6  each.  Over  four- 
ftfths  of  the  increase  in  manufacturing 
and  tradins:  failure:*  was  in  lumber  man- 
ufacturing. 170  per  cent;  dry  goods.  50; 
woolen  manufactu.'ing,  107:  grocerv  trade, 
"i;  machinery.  70;  milling,  117;  furniture, 
91.1,  and  printing.  !»7  per  cent.  In  ten  other 
branches  the  iiircease  w.is  moderate  in 
amount  and  in  live,  with  the  unclassified 
manufacturing  and  trading  failures,  the 
liiihilities   were  .smaller   than    in   1895. 

While  banking  fjiilures  have  not  ceased 
at  the  West,  aiijirehension  about  them 
has  almost  wholly  subsided  and  no  seri- 
ous inlliience  upon  general  trade  Is  now 
expect(>d.  Many  sound  concerns  were 
doulitless  caught  by  the  epidemic,  but 
practically  all  the  important  failures  are 
traced  to  disreirard  of  l.-nv  and  of  bank- 
ing .sen.se  at  times  now  distant.  It  is 
felt  at  the  West  that  all  business  will  bo 
the  sounder  after  its  purging  and  the  re- 
turn of  money  to  N'ew  York  has  exceeded 
shijiments  to  the  interior  bv  $2,000,000  for 
the  week. 

Cotton  started  up  a  shade,  but  rec;eipts 
from  plantations  .ire  still  too  large  for 
low  estimtites  and  the  condition  of  the 
cotton  mills  foreshadows  curtailment 
rather  than  large  consumption.  The 
market  for  soods  is  extremely  slow,  as 
manv  infer  that  the  unprecedented  stocks 
of  print  cloths  imlicate  a  similar  surplu*? 
of  other  goods.  The  logic  is  bad,  but  in 
many  hrancht^s  the  mills  have  doubt- 
less manufiictured  goods  anticipating  a 
demand  which  has  not  come.  It  is  now- 
proposed  to  relieve  the  market  bv  selling 
ciuantitles  of  print  cloths  abroad  or  by 
lc-ekin,c;  up  iwo  million  pieces  until  th« 
market  improves.  The  onlv  change  in 
quotations  is  '4  cent  rcnluction  in  some 
bleached  goods.  Prices  of  wool  are  a 
shade  lower.  In  woolen  goods  the  only 
change  is  a  reduction  of  7^^  cents  in  clay 
worsted  and  mixtures  and  orders  are  not 
frequent. 

Orders  for  boots  and  shoes  have  almost 
ceased  except  for  a  few  qualities  .which 
have  been  advanced  only  2^-2  and  5  cents 
In  price,  but  jobbers  are  buving  a  little 
more  as  slocks  run  low.  Leather  is  stiff 
and   hides   a   shade  stronger. 

Knormous  imrchases  of  l>illets  came 
with  ;i  rush,  most  of  the  large  concerns 
contracting  for  all  they  required  for 
months  and  even  a  year  to  come,  and 
from  lar.t^rest  c-oiitractors  are  saicl  to  have 
been  about  15  or  even  less,  but  tiierc  is 
as  yet  no  better  demaml  for  structural 
work,  luirs  arc  weak:  nails  have  declined 
to  ?1.4ii  for  wire  and  $l.aO  for  cut  and 
little  d«:ir.g  in  mils,  as  iiossililc  buvers 
think  $25  is  too  hi«:li  with  billets  at  «15 
l><r  too.

Hour,  pork,  sugar,  cotton,  print  cloths 
and  petroleum,  and  reactions  are  rejiorted 
in  quotations  for  Southern  pig  Iron,  lard 
and  corn.  There  is  no  change  in  the  wool 
niarket.  manufacturers  declining  to  buy 
until  the.v  have  received  orders  for  gocKli^.

ANDERSON  RE-APPOiNTED. 

Other  Small  Offices  Filled  by 
{Minnesota's  Governor. 

St.  Paul.  Jan.  9.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— Governor  Clough  this  morn- 
ing removed  the  speculations  regard- 
ing the  state  dairy  commislonership 
by  reappointing  Bemdal  Anderson, 
v-ho.  with  this  appointment,  begins  his 
third  term.  The  appointments  of  as- 
sistants for  the  coniing  two  years  will 
n  it  lie  made  until  after  Mr.  Anderson 
ha.s  had  a  c-onsultaion  with  the  gover- 
nor, and  the  appointment  has  been 
confirmed. 

The  governor  also  appointed  Dr.  D. 
E.  Sawyer  as  a  meml>er  of  the  state 
medical  l>oard  for  the  term  ending  Jan. 
1.  1899.  Dr.  Sawyer  succeeds  Dr.  Luf- 
kin.  who.se  term  expired  a  year  ago, 
but  whose  successor  was  not  reappoint- 
ed at  that  time. 

Charles  Ro.se  was  reappointed  jani- 
tor and  Alexander  Nicoll  chief  engi- 
neer of  the  capltol. 

There  have  beeti  no  appointments  of 
deputies  by  the  appointive  officers  in 
the  capitol  as  yet,  and  with  the  excep- 
tion ctf  State  Superintendent  Pender- 
gast.  none  of  the  officers  have  given 
any  indication  as  to  their  intentions  in 
the  matter.  Superintendent  Pender- 
gast  announces  that  Assistant  Superin- 
tendent Hyde  is  to  succeed  himself,  and 
the  remainder  of  the  office  force  will  be 
equally  fortunate. 

The  remainder  of  the  appointees  will 
await  their  confirmation  by  the  senate 
and  then  constilt  with  tlie  governor.

this  service,  the  trains  of  the  St.  Paul 
&  Duluth  and  the  Eastern  Minnesota 
roads  being  well  equipped,  making  ex- 
cellent running  time  and  giving  a  sutl'- 
ciently  fretiuent  service.  But  the  ser- 
vice to  the  West  and  to  the  South 
towards  Milwaukee  and  Chii-ag«)  could 
hardly  be  wor.se,  and  It  is  astonishing 
that  the  people  do  not  pr«)test  In  such 
a  way  that  even  the  railroad  corpora- 
tions would  take  heed.

"I    couldn't    help 
It."    If  one  reserves  the  fine  china  and 
glass  for  use  only  on  certain  occasions. 
It   matters  not,   accidents  happen  jusi 
the  same,  and  the  servant  shows  to  the 
guest   in   her  conduct  that  she   is  un- 
accustomed to  handling  them.     Believe 
me,  my  dear  sister,  only  when  we  in. 
sist  upon  damaged  or  destroyed  articles 
I'cing  replaced  in  kind  are  we  ever  go- 
ing tei  teach  the  value  of  these  articles.

FOR  FOOD  INSPECTION. 

Attempt  to  introduce  It  Will  be 
Made. 

A  movement  is  on  foot  to  procure  the 
Introduction  by  the  representatives 
from  this  district  of  a  food  inspection 
law  at  the  present  session  of  the  legis- 
lature. Those  agitating  the  matter  feel 
sure  that  such  a  bill  will  receive  sup- 
port from  all  parts  of  the  state. 

Representatives  .Laybourn  and 
Schmidt  were  seen  today  and  the  mat- 
ter was  laid  before  them.  They  both 
expressed  themselves  in  favor  of  the 
idea.  It  was  stated,  and  promised  to 
present  and  support  a  bill  such  as  is 
proposed.  The  Intended  measure  will 
provide  for  the  inspection  of  all  food 
products  under  the  super\'ision  of  a 
state  chemist,  with  proper  pehalties  for 
violations  of  the  law.

iin.o  itself  the  benellls  of  franchises  and 
monopolies  now  enjoyed  without  adeciuate 
return  by  the  favored  few. 

In  order  that  its  influence  may  b^  felt, 
tlie  membershl|)  of  the  club  cast  its  vote  as 
;r  may  be  decided  by  the  club  is  fo*  th^ 
l;est  interest  of  the  commonwealth.  Tho 
design  is  to  extend  the  organization 
througlioui  the  county. 

Tiieodore  Hollister  presid-:>d  a.t  the  meet- 
ing last  e\e.ii:ig.  The  matter  of  con.stituii  n 
and  by-laws  it  was  resolved  to  place  in  the 
iiands  of  a  Vommittee  to  be  named  by  the 
chairmati.  An  adjournment  was  taken  sub- 
ject to  the  call  of  the  secretary. 


TARIFF  TANGLES. 

Iron  and  Steel  Schedule  Being 
Considered  Now. 

Washington,  Jan.  9.— The  house  com- 
mittee on  ways  and  means  reached  the 
iron  and  steel  schedule  today.  The  first 
speaker  leefore  the  committee  was 
Representative  Draper,  of  Massachu- 
setts. In  behalf  oi  the  machinery  man- 
ufacturers of  New  p:ngland,  he  advo- 
i-ated  the  restoration  of  the  McKinley 
rates. 

W.  H.  .\lexander,  of  the  Grant  Smelt- 
ing company,  of  Omaha,  spoke  fo 
ower  rates  on  lead  ore  dutiab  e  at 
tnree-fcmrihs  of  a  cent  a  pound.  The 
importation  of  lead  ore  was  necessary 
fcM-  smelting,  he  held,  and  under  an  er. 
roneous  interpretation  of  the  present 
law,  it  paid  as  high  rates  as  5  and  0V2 
cents  a  pound.  Duties  of  1'4  cents  on 
li^ad  bullion  and  1%  cents  on  pig  lead 
were  asked.  American  capital  was  in- 
vested in  Mexico  and  British  Columbia 
for  producing  the  ores. 

John  D.  Davis,  of  California,  asked 
for  a  duty  of  1  cent  a  pound  on  lead 
ores,  California  could  produce  all  the 
lc»ad  ores  needed  by  American  smelters. 
But  the  business  had  stagnated  under 
the  Wilson  law. 

Dwight  A.  Jones,  of  New  York,  rep. 
resc^nting  the  St.  Joseph  Lead  com- 
pany, of  Missouri,  spoke  for  protection 
which  would  enable  Americans  to  con- 
serve their  lead  supply  and  prevent  the 
abandoning  of  mines. 

Representative  Hermann,  of  Oregon, 
recommended  a  duty  of  10  cents  a 
nound  on  nickel  in  behalf  of  his  con- 
stituents. Mr.  Hermann  held  that  as 
soon  as  .\mericans  got  into  the  markets 
the  Canadians  combined  to  drive  them 
out.  Freight  rates  also  favored  the 
Canadian  product. 

A  reply  was  made  l>y  Robert  .\. 
Thompson,  of  New  York,  the  principal 
refiner  of  nickel  in  the  United  States. 
His  statement  was  that  he  and  Mi. 
Wharton,  of  Camden,  the  other  chief 
refiner,  had  examined  all  the  nickel 
mines  spoken  of  by  Air.  Hermann  and 
had  found  that  none  of  them  could  bt 
inade  to  pay  at  any  reasonable  duty. 

Steven  Burke,  of  Cleveland,  spoke  for 
the  Canadian  Copper  company,  of 
which  he  is  president,  and  which  is  en- 
tirely an  Ohio  corporation.  They  had 
sold  to  the  government  copper  and 
nickel  mattes  at  11  cents  a  pound  w  hen 
the  market  price  was  22  cents,  so  that 
its  value  in  armor  plate  might  In- 
proved.  .'\ll  the  refining  of  their  product 
was  done  in  the  I^nited  States.  Eng- 
lish capitalists  offered  a  market  for  all 
nickel  matt,  having  an  improved  refin- 
ing process.  If  a  duty  wa.s  put  on  the 
ore  the  refining  in  the  United  States 
would  be  stopped.  He  knew  of  no  ores 
as  rich  as  10  or  15  per  cent.  In  nickel 
the  average  was  only  3  tier  cent. 

H.  J.  »!!untwell  spoke  for  the  Mis.«^ouri 
nssociatlon  of  the  lead  miners.  H.-  sjiii 
that:  the  or»;anization  had  nothing  to  do 
Willi  the  control  of  output  an  of  prices 
that  the  labor  co€it  of  producing  lead  was 
so  great  a  factor  Uiat  it  should  not  b> 
cla;5sed  as  raw  ma-terial.  H.-  continued  that 
.':iie  present  law  was  im|)ossible  of  enforce - 
men;  and  complained  of  the  smelting  cf 
ores  in  bond.  He  r  commended  that  all  ore-^ 
containing  8  per  cent  of  lead  be  dutiablp  at 
%c  a  po.und  on  the  mass.  The  price  of  ores 
in  the  United  Stales  would  be  the  London 
|)rice  plus  the  duty  and  le«s  the  cost  of 
transportation  from  London  ;o  New  York. 
The  duty  sh>uld  exclude  Mexican  ores. 

i'he  subject  of  pig  iron  was  then  taken 
up.  Mr.  Ingham,  of  Philadelphiti.  for  th-- 
I'ltistern  Pig  Iron  association,  composed 
of  the  smelters  of  the  Aleghenies.  asked 
;;  restoration  of  the  duty  of  the  McKinley 
rate  of  $6.72  a  ion  (present   rate  $4.) 

"If   we   raise    the  dut.v   on    pig   iron    w< 
must     on     all."     said     a     member "  of    the 
committee, 
"Not   necessarily,"    was   the   answer. 
"In    other    words   a    raise   all    along    tlu- 
line."    'remarked    Chairman    Dingley. 

"Raises  where  the.v  are  necessar.v." 
was  tlie  reply. 

"Since  less  has  been  imported  under  the 
Wilson  law  than  the  McKinley  law,  how- 
has  it  hurt  you?"  Mr.   Payne  asked. 

"It  has  not  hurt  u.s.  but  it  will  when 
business  revives,  for  1  know  how  cheaply 
England  can   produc;e  it.  " 

Mr.  McMillen  declared  that  the  Tennes- 
see Cotil  and  Iron  company  had  exiiortcil 
TO.Wtti  tons  to  Great  Britain  In  the  past 
four  and  a  half  months  :ind  practically 
e-ontrolleel  the  English  price.  Mr.  Steele 
asked  him  if  the  Tennesst-e  c-omiiany  fa- 
vored free-  i>ig  iron,  to  which  Mr.  McMil- 
lan  replied   negatively. 

Mr.  Ingham  explained  that  the  Tennes- 
see Coal  c-ompany  was  clisposing  of  its 
surplus. 

J.  M.  N.  Shimer.  of  the  .same  associa- 
tion, stated  that  the  present  price  of  the- 
I)lg  iron  in  the  I'nited  States  was  lower 
than  in  Englund.  the  result  of  home  com- 
petition. 

Mr.  McMillan  in<|uiTed  iiow  ii  duty 
would  hel|>  the-  Industry  unless  the  smelt- 
e-rs  combined  to  imt  up  prices. 

The  witness  replie-d  that  whenever  tlii- 
.\merlcan  i»rices  were  raised  by  reason  of 
good  business  history  showed  that  English 
price's  had   fallen.

This  is  particularly  true  along  the 
Great  Northern  line  running  to  Duluth 
from  St.  Paul.  The  road  pas.ses  through 
a  small  portion  of  Wisconsin  on  the 
way,  and  it  so  happens  that  this  little 
corner  of  the  Badger  State  forms  one 
of  the  best  hunting  grounds  in  the 
Northwest.  It  is  frequented  mainly  by 
Minnesota  hunters,  and  the  schemes 
that  have  been  worked  to  elude  the 
game  wardens  would  till  a  big  book. 
The  thrilling  adventures  in  the  West 
pale  into  significance  when  compar«»d 
to  the  adventures  of  some  of  the  city 
hunters  who  now  and  then  try  to  run 
the  blockade. 

WAS  A  BITTER   MORNING. 

The  November  evening  was  bitter 
cold  and  a  biting  wind  was  sweeping 
across  the  hogsbacks  along  the  State 
Line  creek,  which  divides  Minnesota 
and  Wisconsin,  as  Tom  Allen.  Bob 
Bancroft  and  Jack  Crowe  left  the  train 
at  Skilletville.  The  route  was  through 
the  pine  forest,  over  hogsbacks  and 
through  dark,  glooming  ravines,  which 
seemed  a  tit  hiding  place  for  ravenous 
animals  or  human  beings,  who  ha«l 
committed  fearful  crimes  and  were  try- 
ing to  escape  from  an  avenging  mob. 

Each  of  the  men  was  heavily  laden

The  game  warden  leplied  in  a  similar

.saloon-hotel  of  which  the  little  settle- 
ment boasted  came  cut  to  see  the  fun. 
Among  the  men  who  thus  appeared 
was  a  drunken  w-oodsman,  whom  the 
hunters  owned,  body  and  soul,  by  rea- 
son of  having  purchased  for  him  sev- 
eral drinks  of  the  alleged  whisky  sold 
by  the  priprietor  of  the  "tavern."  This 
fellow  hail  no  use  for  the  game  warden, 
and  as  he  was  just  drunk  enough  to 
have  a  little  sense  he  at  once  put  in  his 
oar  and  added  greatly  to  the  uproar, 
which  had  now  assumed  generous  pr.>- 
porlions.

I'ii'kin;?  up  his  pack,  he  started  on  a 
run  thrt>ugh  the  woods,  where  he  knew 
not,  only  desiring  to  esc-ape  from  -the 
gloom  and  to  see  a  human  face,  (^ly 
after  cry  for  help  left  his  lips,  but  no 
help  came.  Then  .\llen  stopped  short 
ami.  hardl.v  realizing  what  he  did.  be- 
gan firing  his  rifle  as  fast  as  he  could 
work  the  lever. 

.  LAST  CARTRIDGE  GONE. 
The  cartridges  in  the  magazine  were 
soon  exhausted  and  those  in  the  lost 
man's  belt  went  the  same  way,  until 
not  a  single  cartridge  remained.

Cai>t.  Randall,  however,  who  was  in- 
terested in  the  shoot,  with  Mephisto- 
phelian  cunning,  while  appearing  u> 
concede  the  correctness  of  Mr.  Haskins' 
position,  introduced  a  doubt,  oh,  .so 
slyly,  into  the  humane  officer's  mind. 
The  latter  hesitated  and  was  lost.  He 
is  still  lost  in  a  maze  of  casuistry,  and 
If  he  comes  out  of  the  woods  without 
paresis  his  friends  will  have  great 
cau.se  to  rejoice.  He  is  losing  flesh 
rapidly,  but  his  rugged  c-onstltutlon 
may  pull  him  through.  The  query  pro-- 
I)ounded  by  the  captain  was  as  to  how- 
killing  the  turkeys  in  a  lot  at  one  place 
dift'ered.frcMn  stealing  upon  them  singly 
in  various  barnyards  and  assassinating 
them  singly.  This,  it  may  be  observecl, 
was  just  before  Christmas.  Mr.  Has- 
kins has  a  faint  Idea  that  it  may  have 
been  last  Christmas,  but  he  is  not  per- 
fectly siu-e  that  it  may  not  have  been 
years  and  years  ago— and  those  who 
killed  birds  were  to  have  them.  It  was 
an  excellent  chance  to  obtain  a  bird  lo 
grace  the  holiday  board,  and  ihe  boys 
were  all  in.  Sure  enough,  what  wa.s 
the  difference.  It  was  suggested,  on  the 
other  hand,  however,  that  It  might  have 
A  brutalizing  effect  on  those  who  took 
part,  but,  again,  why  more  so  than 
w-ringing  the  necks  of  the  fowls  in  cold 
blood  for  table  purposes.  They  must  be 
killed,  anyhow. 

While  Mr.  Haskins  and  this  question 
were  figuratively  speaking,  rolling  and 
tumbling  each  other  on  the  floor,  it  was 
suggested  by  another  enemy  of  Mi. 
Haskin's  peace  of  mind  that  possibly, 
from  an  ethical  standpoint,  the  sport 
was  reprehensible  on  account  of  tho 
violence  done  to  the  feelings  of  the 
turkey.  That  the  occasion  of  Its  bitter

The  ques- 
tion like  a  will-o-the-wisp  danced  ever 
before  his  stationary  eyes,  leading  him 
over  many  a  boy  of  logic,  though  many 
a  morass  of  philosophic  Inquiry,  narrow- 
ly escaping  being  ingulfed  in  many  a 
bottomless  pit  of  moral  science.

In  the  Senatorial  Election 

In  Idaho. 


The  Republicans   Making  a 

Strong  Effort  to  Defeat 

Senator  Dubois. 


His  Defeat  Would  be  a  Blow 

to  the   Silver 

Cause. 


Washington,  Jan.  9.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— In  view  of  the  great  import- 
ance attached  to  the  United  States  sen- 
atorial election  pending  in  Idaho,  some 
comment  upon  Senator  Dubois,  the 
candidate  for  re-election,  may  not  be 
out  of  place.  The  whole  fight  in  Idaho, 
it  must  be  remembered,  hinges  upon  the 
great  effort  of  the  Republicans  to  de- 
feat Dul)ois  because  of  his  bolt  with 
Senator  Teller  and  others  from  the  Re- 
publican national  convention  at  St. 
Louis.  The  size  of  the  contest  is  shown 
by  the  presence  of  representatives  of 
the  Democratic  and  Republican  na- 
tional committees  in  Idalio,  with  full 
power  to  act  for  their  respective  com- 
mittees, the  Democrats  supporting 
Dubois  and  the  Republicans  trying  to 
foment  trouble  between  the  various 
branches  of  the  silver  party,  being 
ready  in  the  meantime  to  su|)port  any- 
body to  beat  Dultols. 

"Do  you  believe  that  Senator  Dubois 
will  be  re-elected?"  The  Herald  asked 
Senator  Teller  today. 

"I  certainly  do.  It  will  be  a  great  mis- 
fortune to  the  country  if  he  is  not.  He- 
is  a  man  of  high  character  and  has,  as 
he  deserved  to  have,  the  fullest  confi- 
dence of  the  people  of  his-state.  and  he 
is  the  l>est  qualified  man  in  the  state 
for  the  position.  I  do  not  by  this  mean 
to  underrate  the  representative  men  of 
Idaho,  for  there  are  many  good  men  in 
that  state — men  who  would  make  most 
excellent  senators  if  elected— but  Du- 
bois is  a  man  of  high  character,  strong 
in  every  way  and  has  had  six  years  in 
the  senate.  He  is  on  good  committees 
and  is  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the 
business  of  the  senate.  He  is  well 
equipped  for  the  \vork,  and  especially 
for  the  consideration  of  the  silver  ques- 
tion, which  is  bound  to  be  a  leading 
question  for  some  years  yet. 

"I  know  that  all  the  leading  silver 
men  of  all  parties  are  especially  anxiou.s 
for  his  re-election,  and  will  regard  his 
defeat  as  a  direct  and  serious  blow-  to 
the  cause  of  silver. 

"There  are  ambitious  men  in  Idaho 
who  would  like  to  take  Dubois'  place, 
and  who  doubtless  believe  they  can 
render  as  good  service  to  the  state  and 
the  silver  cause  as  Dubois  can,  but  I 
do  not  believe  that  is  so.  Dubois  has 
taken  an  active  and  leading:  part  in  the 
fight  for  silver,  especially  since  1892, 
and  no  new  man,  however  able,  can  do 
as  much  lor  several  years  as  Dubois 
can;  besides,  Dubois  has  made  sacri- 
fices for  the  cause.  He  went  out  of  the 
St.  Louis  convention  under  circum- 
stances that  try  men's  souls,  because 
he  believed  the  interests  of  his  state 
and  the  country  generally  demanded 
that  of  him.  I  should  regard  his  defeat 
as  a  great  misfortune  and  one  that 
would  di-scourage  our  friends  and  en- 
courage our  enemies,  as  all  our  en- 
emies are  actively  at  work  to  prevejit 
his  re-election.  He  has  attended  to  his 
senatorial  duties  in  a  way  that  ought 
to  command  the  support  of  the  people 
of  Idaho  without  reference  to  party.  I 
can  recall  many  things  he  has  done  for 
his  state,  and  in  no  instance  has  he 
neglected  its  interests." 

"Among  the  new-  men  who  have  en- 
tered congress  during  the  past  ten  years 
none  have  made  better  records  or  ac- 
complished greater  success  than  Sena- 
tor' Dubois  of  Idaho,  whose  contest  is 
now  on  for  another  term  in  the  United 
States  senate."  This  was  the  remark 
of  a  gentlemaa  prominent  in  public  life, 
who  for  many  years  was  an  official  of 
the  house  of  representatives  and  a 
bureau  officer.  He  has  seen  men  come 
and  go,  and  has  been  situated  so  as  to 
thoroughly  and  fairly  gauge  their  re- 
spective merits.  In  response  to  the  re- 
quest of  The  Herald  correspondent  as 
to  his  recollection  and  knowledge  of 
Dubois,  his  work  and  standing  in  con- 
gress, he  said: 

"I  (io  not  hesitate  to  say  that,  with  a 
connection  with  congress  of  twenty-six 
years,  most  of  that  period  with  the 
house  of  representatives,  I  have  never 
known  a  delegate  so  popular  and  suc- 
cessful in  securing  the  necessary  legis- 
lation for  his  territory  as  was  Senator 
Dubois.  He  was  so  highly  respected 
and  liked  that  he  had  no  difficulty  in 
securing  support  from  every  prominent 
member  of  the  house  who  had  some 
doubts  as  to  the  pixtpriety  of  then  ad- 
mitting the  territory  of  Idaho  as  a 
state.  I  know-  that  he  convinced  one 
member  of  the  house — now  chairman  of 
an  important  committee — for  I  was 
present  in  a  committee  room  and  heard 
the  discussion.  I  have  not  followed  so 
carefully  his  record  in  the  senate,  but 
his  services  have  been  conspicuous  and 
they  wei^  equally  successful,  and  the 
important  position  and  status  attained 
by  him  is  best  illustrated  by  the  fact 
that  he  was  made  chairman  of  one  of 
the  most  Important  committees  of  the 
senate,  that  of  public  lands;  that  he 
was  made  secretary  of  the  Republican 
caucus  and  a  member  of  its  steering 
committee. 

"I  know  that  he  deeply  felt  the  situa- 
tion In  which  he  was  placed  in  the  last 
congress,  but  he  never  faltered.  I 
talked  with  him  frequently  before  the 
session  ended  and  again  at  St.  Louis 
just  prior  to  and  during  the  convention. 
He  said  to  me  on  one  occasion,  'My  ad- 
vocacy of  this  measure  (meaning  the 
free  silver  coinage  amendment)  may 
mean  my  retirement  from  the  Republi- 
can party  and  possibly  from  public  life, 
but  I  shall  not  hesitate  a  moment  to 
do  the  duty  which  I  believe  the  people 
of  Idaho  expect  of  me.  I  would  not 
hold  the  office  of  senator  through  any 
trick  or  evasion  or  quibble.  I  believe 
thoroughly  in  this  policy,  and  it  is  my 
duty,  as  well  as  my  pleasure,  to  urge  it 
to  the  utmost.  I  know  the  dangers 
ahead  as  to  my  personal  interests,  but 
it  will  not  cut  the  slightest  figure  in 
governing  my  actions.'  I  could  go  into 
this  matter  with  greater  detail  if  time 


l>ermitted.  but  this  covers  the  general 
ground  of  your  question. 

"I  recall  the  fact  that  but  for  Senator 
Dubois'  stubborn  opposition,  the  ter- 
ritory would  have  been  se-gregated.  and 
I  know  besides  that  in  the  several  ex- 
ecutive departments  he  was  very  pop- 
ular—especially in  the  interior— and 
that  he  made  a  thorough  study  of  all 
questions  affecting  the  interests  of  his 
state.  We  were  thrown  into  frequent 
personal  intercourse,  and  I  can  con- 
scientiously say  that  he  impressed  me 
as  a  man  above  all  others  to  success- 
fully represent  one  of  the  new  states, 
and  without  derogating  from  the  merits 
of  any  other  of  the  new  senators,  I  will 
.say  that  he  led  them  all,  and  was  able 
to  accomplish  more  than  the  group  of 
new  states  than  any  other  senator  or 
two  senators.  I  know  that  he  is  a  pro- 
tectionist and  in  accord  with  the  gen- 
eral piinclples  of  the  Republican  part  v. 
His  spec^ches  on  the  tariff  show  tha't. 
atul  his  work  generally  along  that  line 
establishes  this  beyond  all  question.  In 
the  readjustment  of  party  lines  it  is 
possible  that  Idaho  may  send  a  belter 
man,  but  I  do  not  believe  it.  Whoever 
is  sent  will  go  to  the  tail  end  of  the 
unimportant  committees,  and  will  be 
powerless  to  accomplish  anv  substan- 
tial result  in  behalf  of  his  state.  If 
the  legislature  of  Idaho  should  elec-t  a 
Populist,  he  would  take  his  place  in  that 
small  praetorian  band.  who.  however 
sincere  they  may  be  on  the  tenets  and 
doctrine  of  the  Populist  part  v.  are, 
after  all,  but  legislative  guerillas  play- 
ing the  part  of  'political  cowboys'  of 
the  revolutionary  war  between  the  two 
great  ccjntending  parties  of  the  coun- 
try. Their  numbers  are  thinning,  and 
they  probably  will  not  have  a  represen- 
tative in  the  .senate  after  March  4. 
1903."

There  is  a  general  feeling  throughout 
the  divisions  of  the  L.  A.  W.  that  the 
duties  of  the  chairman  of  the  national 
racing  boanl  have  grown  so  large  that 
this  odicial  i.s  entitled  to  a  salary.  The 
cpiestion  w  ill  be  put  bc>fore  the  national 
assembly  next  month  and  theie  is  a 
dlsi)C)siti<m  among  the  delegates  to 
allow  the  racing  board  <hairman  a 
salary  of  $2r)00,  in  addition  to  the  run- 
ning expenses  of  his  ofUce.  Such  a 
chanse  would  necessitate  the  moditlca- 
j  tion  of  some  of  the  L.  .A.  W.  rules. 
Members  of  the  league  maintain  that 
I  to  make  the  |)osition  a  salaried  oHlce 
I  must  result  in  ijiaking  it  an  elective 
position.  The  reorganization  of  the  en- 
tire racing  system  is  also  under  discus- 
sion. With  the  increased  interest  in 
racing  additional  meets  are  held,  riders 
are  iin|>roving  in  speed,  and  it  is  fell 
that  a  closer  watch  must  be  kei)t  upon 
all  racing  matters.  With  this  object  in 
view  salaried  referees  and  timers  ma.v 
be  found  necessary  in  the  different  dis- 
tricts. Paid  officials  in  the  racing  de- 
partment must  necessarily  lie  provided 
for,  and  it  is  expec-ted  that  as  the  de- 
mand c-omes  from  the  race  F)romoters 
it  is  upon  them  that  the  exiiense  will 
de\ol\e,  although  a  geneial  attempt 
will  be  made  to  make  the  racing  de- 
partment self-supporting.  ^

Dr.  E.  B.  Turner,  one  of  the  otlicers 
of  the  National  Cycling  union,  of  lOng- 
land,  and  om*  of  the  strictest  legislat- 
ors for  pur»»  amiitevirism  and  clean  pro- 
fessional racing,  in  reviewing  the  rac- 
ing season  in  both  c  lasses  in  England 
during  the  past  season,  expit-sses  his 
belief  that  it  has  been  the  cleanest 
racing  year  that  England  has  enjoyed 
for  a  long  time.  He  says:  "To  those 
who  followed  racing  last  year  two  facts 
were  apparent:  the  one.  that  though  !>>• 
nc»  means  pui-e,  the-  path  has  been 
cleaner  from  "blackleg  amateurs  than 
during  the  last  few  years:  the  other, 
that  this  result  has  been  brought  about 
by  two  causes  — the  development  of  pro- 
fessionalism and  multiplication  of  races 
for  professionals.  I  have  found  that 
theie  is  an  enormous  crowd  of  men  who 
r.ace  for  the  pure  love  of  tl'.e  sport. 
Such  riders  cannot  cover  mil'^s  in  i  ?Min- 
ut.'  50  .;e.'o:ids  or  command  the  trad 
I>acing,  but  they  are  the  bac!<bone  C)f 
the  sport  and  should  be  protet  led.  The 
best  man  i-f  the  year  wa?;  the  Russian, 
M.  DjakotY.  r  do  not  think  that  there 
V.  iis  a  man  riding,  .unateur  <<v  profes- 
sional, who  could  have  beaten  him. 
Bardsley  and  P,  AV.  Brown  also  showeil 
excellent  form.  I  think  that  a  profes- 
sional shotild  always  beat  an  amateur, 
and  in  all  other  sports  is  expected  to  do 

so."

The  agitation  of  Southern  and  West- 
cM'n  wheelmen  tc»  secure  loc-al  oi)tion 
upon  the  question  of  Sunday  rac-ing  is 
going  to  bring  about  an  interesting 
tight  at  the  meeting  of  the  national  as- 
sembly. The  demand  for  Sunday  rac- 
ing on  the  F'acific-  coast  is  so  strong  that 
a  delegation  of  prominent  wheelmen 
w  ill  attend  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
le.ague  for  the  purpose  of  nresenling 
the  claims  of  the  wheelmen  of  that  ter- 
ritory, A  prominent  official  of  the  I.  .A. 
W,  in  California  describes  the  situation 
as  foll(»ws: 

"Interest  In  the  Sunday  racing  cpies- 
tion  <»n  the  Pac-iflc  coast  is  at  fever 
heat,  I  have  heard  of  reports  from  the 
i:ast  regarding  a  jiossible  sejiaration 
of  the  cciast  racing  interests  from  the 
1.,,  A.  W.,  but  in  the  agitation  for  Sun- 
day racing  1  have  not  thought  it  wise- 
to  openly  threaten  what  will  be  done 
if  we  fail  to  carry  our  point.  1  fear 
such  a  position  may  antagonize  those 
who  are  now  attempting  to  c-onciliate. 
and  this  we  do  not  want  to  do  by  any 
means.  The  people  of  the  East  do  not 
understand  our  needs,  and  I  believe 
that  when  our  representatives  place 
the  matter  in  the  right  light  before  the 
delegates,  the  assembly  will  yield  our 
point.  What  we  reciuire  for  raring  in 
tlie  I'tiited  States  Is  one  strong,  uni- 
versally recognized  governing  body 
V.  ith  rules  sufficiently  flexible  to  readily 
adapt  themsc-lves  to  conditions  exist- 
ing In  any  part  of  the  country."

"A  c-hess  master 
has  no  more  right  to  be  ill  than  a  gen- 
eral on  the  battlefield,'  or  words  to  that 
effect,  I  once  wrote;  and  I  adht-re  to 
that.  I  may  state  that  my  fearful 
breakdown  is  due.  as  usual,  to  sleep- 
lessness and  nervous  exhaustion,  this 
time  aggravated  l)y  curious  causes, 
V.  hic-h  may  inter«-st  the  Kneipp  society 
in  New  York. 

"When  I  left  Worishofen  I  felt  nearly 
V  ell  and  sure  of  beating  my  opponent, 
but  1  reckoned  without  my  host. 
S-trange  to  say,  one  cannot  get  cold 
water  and  fresh  air  in  Ru.ssla;  at  least 
the  hosts  in  hotels  do  not  provide  for 
such  I'ommodltles.  The  windows  are 
hermetically  closed  all  clay,  aiul  there 
is  only  a  small  opening  at  each  for  let- 
ting in  some  air  for  a  few  minutes  at  a 
time.  The  draught  is  also  intolerable, 
as  the  rooms  are  overheated  and  a  little 
air  is  worse  than  none.  The  water 
pipes  are  attachtnl  to  the  heating  ap- 
paratus or  ovens,  and  you  cannot  get 
cold  water  to  bathe  in  or  to  drink.

The  graate^it  natural  wonder  in  Java  i? 
the  "Gheko  Kamdka  Gumko,"  or  "Home 
of  the  Hot  Devils,"  known  to  the  world  as 
the  "Island  of  Fire."  .says  the  Chicago  In- 
terior. Thi.«  geological  singularity  Is  really 
a  lake  of  boiling  mud,  situated  in  about  the 
center  of  the  plains  of  Grobogana,  and  is 
ealled  an  island  because  the  great  emerald 
sea  of  vegetation  which  surrounds  it  glvc-s 
it  that  appearance. 

The  ••island"  is  about  two  miles  In  cir- 
cumference, and  is  situated  at  a  distance  of 
almost  exactly  sixty  miles  from  Solo.  Near 
the  center  of  this  geological  freak  immense 
columns  of  soft,  hot  mud  may  be  seen  con- 
tiiuially  rising  and  falling  like  great  tim- 
bers thrust  through  the  boiling  eub-stratum 
by  giant  hands  and  then  again  quickly 
withdrawn.

A  real  live  animal,  capable  of  drawi.ng 
a  peddler's  car;  and  its  owner  for  a  price 
less  than  six  bits. 

.McCurrle.  special  officer  for  the  'Preven- 
tion of  Cruelty  to  Animals  in  the  city  and 
county  of  San  Francisco.  ha,s  found  the 
oddest  horse  trade  that  has  come  to  no.'ice 
in  a  long  time,  says  the  San  Francisco 
Call. 

•I  forget  who  the  peddler  was,"  McCur- 
rle said  .yesterday,  "but  I  know  about  the 
lowest  priced  tiorse  that  ever  has  am  iste  I 
any  man  in  San  Francisco  to  carry  en 
business.^^ 

McCurrie  has  every  day  contact  with 
horses  all  over  the  city  and,  as  might  be 
supposed.  It  is  a  fact  that  the  poore- 
horses  are  those  which  are  the  most  sub- 
ject to  abuse  and  so  attract  his  attention 
more  clo.sely,  the  complaints  being  princi- 
pally against  the  owners  of  such, 

•'Of  course  this  was  a  cash  trade,  "  said 
McCurrie,  with  some  amusement.  "The 
money  paid  over  was  two  quarters,  one 
dime  and  two  nickels.  When  the  owner 
of  the  nag  received  this  money  .the  ped- 
dler got  the  horse  sure  enough  and  was 
ready  for  business." 

•The  fact  is  that  peddlers  can  get  all  the 
hor.ses  ihey  want  now  for  11  each.  I  knew 
of  another  case  where  a  hors.»  was  bough:

But  a  sharp  lookout  is  kept  upon  such 
animals  and  upon  their  owners  by  the  So- 
ciety for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Ani- 
mals. 

There  was  an  example  of  this  watchful- 
ness one  day  during  the  past  •week.  A 
liuman  brute  was  drl\ing  four  horses  with 
a  heavy  load  attached  to  them  and  it  "was 
noUced  that  one  of  the  leaders  could  not 
step  on  one  fore  foot  without  va'n.  The 
horses  were  stopped  and  it  was  discovered 
that  the  ailing  horse  had  just  been  shod  and 
that  a  nail  had  been  driven  into  its  foot 
upon  which  it  had  been  forced  by  blows»io 
walk  over  the  cobbles. 

The  suggestion  has  often  been  made  that 
California  is  the  place  for  the  poor  man. 
There  is  probably  no  other  place  where 
peddlers  can  get  the  motive  power  for  their 
wares  at  a  rate  of  a  horse  for  70  cents.

SUBMARINE  SEARCHER. 

Queer  Craft  to  Be  Constructed 
in  Baltimore. 

A  submarine  locomotive  and  a  train 
of  freight  cars,  to  be  used  for  •wrecking 
purposes,  are  abotit  to  be  constructed. 
The  contract  has  been  signed  and  the 
materials  for  the  craft  are  already  being 
prepared  at  Baltimore,  says  the  New 
York  Sun.  The  inventor  proposes  to 
find  sunken  vessels  along  our  coasts, 
remove  the  cargoes  and  raise  the  hulls. 
The  craft  is  to  perform  all  kinds  of  suli- 
inarlne  work,  such  as  laying  founda- 
tions for  piers,  lighthouses,  bridges, 
docks  and  breakwaters.  She  may  also 
make  journeys  among  beds  of  coral  or 
sponge  for  business  purposes,  and  take 
down  scientific  and  pleasure  parties  for 
an  inside  view  of  the  ovean.  The  boat 
i.s  lo  be  able  to  descend  to  a  depth  of 
300  feet,  and  to  sink  or  rise  at  the  will 
of  the  operator  in  the  pilot  house.  When 
searching  along  the  coast  for  valuable 
wrecks,  the  kicomotive  will  carry  a 
searchlight. 

The  inventor.  Simon  Lake,  of  Balti- 
more, has  already  accomplished  many 
of  these  things,  he  says,  in  an  experi- 
mental boat.  He  has  witnes.ses  that 
he  propelled  his  model  on  the  surface 
in  any  desired  direction,  submerged  th'- 
boat  and  brought  her  to  the  surface 
again,  and  guided  the  locomotive  along 
the  bottom  of  the  Atlantic  coast  and 
walked  out  on  the  craft  while  it  was 
under  water.  He  has  found  marked 
articles  which  had  been  thrown  over 
board  and  returned  them  to  the  beach. 
The  machine  is  to  carry  six  men,  a 
captain,  an  engineer  and  four  divers. 
The  hull  is  to  be  built  of  steel,  and 
strongly  ribbed,  to  withstand  a  pressure 
of  130  pounds  to  the  square  inch,  which 
is  the  pressure  at  a  depth  of  300  feet. 
The  wrecker  is  diided  into  four  com- 
partments, the  engine  and  living  room, 
the  divers'  room,  with  an  air  lock,  and 
the  lookout  and  operating  chamber  in 
the  bow.  In  the  engine  room  will  be 
placed  the  steam  engine  and  boiler 
which  are  to  operate  the  vessel  when 
she  is  running  on  the  surface,  A  dyna- 
mo will  be  geared  to  the  propeller 
shaft  as  an  auxiliary  force  when  work- 
ing on  the  bottom.  Under  the  front 
part  of  the  craft  will  be  two  wheels, 
studded  with  teeth,  to  give  them  a  grip 
on  the  ocean's  bed.  These  wheels  will 
be  driven  by  an  electric  motor.  At  the 
rear  of  the  locomotive  there  will  be  ;* 
wheel  to  carry  the  weight  aft.  Th-- 
.saving  in  energy  by  using  the  wheels 
instead  of  the  propeller  when  suit- 
merged  is  calculated  at  SO  per  cent.  Th" 
electrical  force  will  be  carried  in  stor- 
age batteries.  In  the  engine  room  arc 
to  be  plaied  the  air  storage  tanks,  in 
which  the  atmosphere  will  be  com- 
pressed to  a  density  seventy  time.-- 
greater  than  the  normal.  Foul  air  will 
be  |>umped  out.  In  the  engine  room 
are  also  steam  and  electrical  pumps  for 
handling  the  water  balast.  Forward  of 
the  living  room  and  reached  through 
air-tight  doors  is  the  divers'  compart- 
ment.

throughout    the    vessel    are    to    furnish 
light. 

Two  heavy  cinular  anchors  are  to  b,' 
placed  in  the  bottom  of  the  hull  to  assist 
in  sinking  the  boat.  To  sink  the  wheck- 
er  five  tanks  in  the  vessel  are  nearly 
filled  with  water  and  the  weights  are 
lowered  to  the  bottom  of  the  sea.  Then 
the  cables  are  wound  Into  the  boat 
and  she  is  drawn  down.  This  is  the 
method  of  going  down  to  a  sunken  ship 
whose  location  is  known.  The  wrecker 
retains  a  reserve  buoyancy  and  in  case 
of  accident  the  anchor  chains  may  be 
cut  loose  and  the  craft  ri.«es  to  the  sur- 
face. When  out  on  searching  expedi- 
tions the  tanks  will  be  filled  with  sulH- 
cient  water  to  keep  the  locomotive  on 
the  bottom  and  the  toothed  wheels  will 
drive  her  forward.  The  searchlight 
will  show  the  path  across  the  bard 
sandy  beaches  which  girt  the  coasts 
ami  also  bring  out  the  lines  of  sunken 
hulls. 

The  cars  are  to  be  shaped  like  gian; 
revolver  cartridges  with  a  door  in  the 
center  of  their  backs.  When  loaded  the 
cai-s  are  coupled  together  and  attached 
to  the  locomotive.  The  train  then 
climbs  up  the  beach  to  the  dry  lan<l. 
This  method  costs  less  power  than  run- 
ning on  the  surface,  especially  in  stormy 
weather.  It  is  to  be  so  arranged  that 
the  whole  train  can  be  pulled  out.  when 
it  will  rise  to  the  surface  and  proceed 
to  harbor  like  a  tugboat  and  a  tow  of 
barges.  The  boat  Is  to  be  capable  of 
going  down  and  looking  for  sunken  pas- 
senger liners  like  the  Elbe,  the  Salle;- 
or  the  Drummond  Castle,,  which  lie  in 
waters  too  deep  to  be  reached  by  man. 
One  of  the  principal  objects  of  the  boat 
will  be  the  rescuing  of  drowned  persons 
from  the  Inteiiors  of  sunken  ships. 

The  craft  is  to  be  36  feet  long,  9  feet 
wide  and  will  have  a  displacement  of 
54  tons.  When  necessity  calls  for  il, 
the  vessel  can  be  transported  to  the 
great  lakes  on  a  flat  car  or  taken  across 
the  seas  on  the  deck  of  a  steamer.  It 
may  be  possible  for  this  craft  to  find 
some  of  the  famous  treasure  ships 
which  lie  at  the  bottom  of  the  seas. 
They  include  L'Orient,  sunk  by  Nel- 
son at  the  battle  of  the  Nile,  with  $3,- 
000,000  aboard;  the  Latune,  sunk  in  th" 
Zuider  Zee  with  $7,000,000  in  her  hold; 
the  De  Brake,  lost  off  Delaware  bay 
witht  Spanish  bullion,  and  the  ship 
Golden  Gate,  which  went  down  off  Cape 
Hatteras  while  returning  from  Califor- 
nia In  the  fifties,  loaded  with  gold.

PERIL  OF  NON-VACCINATION. 
A  pamphlet  just  issued  bv  the  Jenner  so- 
ciety of  England  outlines,  in  a  most  efltec- 
dve  way,  the  history  of  the  terrible  and  ut- 
tJerly  needless  outbreak  of  .smallpox  which 
last  spring  and  summer  convicced  the  resi- 
dents of  Gloucester  of  stupid  ignorance.  I 
seems  that  ,n  the  ten  years  froml8S6  to 
lS.<)r>,  15.683  children  were  born  in  that  cltv. 
Of  these,  3176  died,  2378  were  vaccinated, 
and  the  other  10,128  grew  up  wiahout  any 
protection  from  the  dread  disease.  This 
was  because  the  place  had  become  a  noted 
can-ter  of  the  anti-vaccination  craze,  and 
the  local  authorities  had  either  shared  or 
yielded  to  that  form  of  lunacy,  and  allowed 
all  who  chose  to  violate  the  law  that  has 
made  civilized  communities  as  safe  from 
epidemics  of  smallpox  as  Nova  Zpmbia  is 
from  yellow  fever.  The  result  of  this  was 
that  the  total  number  of  vaccinations  there, 
which  amounted  to  1095  in  1886.  fell  to  472  in 
1887,  to  140  in  1888,  and  to  34  in  1R94.  At 
last,  of  course,  .somebody  brought  ihe  mal- 
ady to  Gloucester.  That  was  toward  ijhe 
end  of  1896.  It  attacked  about  2000  persons, 
of  whom  about  400  .chiefly  young  children, 
died,  and  it  was  stamped  out  in  little  more 
than  two  months  by  systematic  and  dili- 
gent vaccination  and  re\-accination,  so  that, 
having  attacked  744  persons  in  April,  1S9S. 
it  had  wholly  disappeared  by  the  end  of 
the  following  July.  In  all  rhese  months 
not  one  vaccinated  person  took  the  disease 
—New  York  Times.

They    have   given    lionuses   to   pack 
in.g   house's   and    bonuses    to    wa^on    fa<- 
tellies,    a    building    site    to    the    craeket - 
man.    who  .said    he'd    let    the  poor  ha    i 
all  his  broken  crackers.  But  they  ne.    l* 
gave  even  encouragement  to     the     .  ae 
factory. 

The    cat    elieln"t    ask    feir    encenirage 
ment.     All  it  wanted  was  a  chance,  ar  I 
two   enterprising     men      from      Kansa 
have   promised   thae.     The  simplicity  o 
their  sehe-me'  is.    in     itself,     a  stroke  o 
senius.     Here   are   tjie   details. 

In   the  lirst   place,   they  are  to   have 
numl)er    of    acres    on    the    outskirts    o 
the   town.   This   farm,    if   you   choose  t 
call    it   that,    is   to    be  stejcked    with   100 
assorted    cats.    A    separate    portion    o 
the  place  wil   be  ocupied   by  .')000  rats. 
The  ,W00  rats  are  to  be  fed  gradually  t 
the   1000  cats.    Meantime   both   cats   an  I 
rats    will    increase    in    numbers    despit 
the    fact    that   the   cats   are    eating    th 
rats.    It    is   estimated    that    the    numbe 
of    cats    will    increa.se    to    15.000    durin 
the  first  year  and  to  225.000  duiing  th 
sceond  year. 

Of  course,  if  the  rats  increased  r» 
faster  than  the  cats,  the  cats  wouil 
soon  eat  up  all  the  rats  and  thei  f 
would  be  trouble.  But  they  don't  giv  if 
way  to  these  little  difficulties  out  i.i 
Iowa.  The'  cats  are  to  l)e  raised  fe  .^ 
their  skins  which  are  worth  $1  each  in 
the  market.  When  the  cats  are  kille.i 
for  their  skins,  their  l)odies  are  fed  to 
the  rats,  which  will  fatten  on  their  ad- 
ver.saries'  bones.  Thus  fattened,  they 
the-mselves  will  bee^ejine  more  toe)th- 
some  and"  nourishing  for  the  cats,  whe'ii 
it   is  the'  turn  of  the  rats  to  l>e  eaten. 

The  beauty  e»f  this  plan  must  be  ap- 
parent. What  is  cats  today  l>ec<mjes 
rats  tomorrow,  and  what  is  rats  to- 
morrow becomes  eats  next  day.  tiiul 
so  on  lound  the  cire  le  etf  rats  ami  cats 
until  deeomselay — or  the  time  when  the 
Clinton  pe'ople  shall  turn  out  and  ex- 
terminate   the    whole    institution. 

But  this  isn't  all.  The  cats  become 
rats  and  the  rats  becenne  cats,  as  l»e- 
f<ne  explained.  Also,  the  cats  become^ 
more  eats  and  the  rats  bee-ome  more 
rats  with  a  persistent  lapidity  which 
makes  one's  brain  reel.  If  the  1000  cats 
became  225.001)  in  two  years,  the  ctues- 
tiem  is.  how  many  rats  will  they  have 
tie. in  a  beginning  of  5000.  provideel  the 
rats  increa.se  live  times  faster  th.in 
the  cats.  <^ne  must  consider  the  fact, 
however,  that  the  cats  will  eat  more 
rats  than  the  rats  can  eat  cats.  This  is 
imp«ii'tant.  .Also,  that  many  of  the  rats 
having  been  eaten  by  the  cats.  wil! 
therefore  be  incorporated  in  the  cat 
population,  and  will  be  assisting  the 
cat  total  te)  the  detriment  of  tlie  rats. 
Of  course,  at  the  same  time,  some  ed 
the  cats  will  have  been  eaten  by  the 
rats,  and  must  therefore,  be  sub- 
tracted from  the  cat  producers  and 
added    to    the    rats. 

Now  there  is  another  problem.  If  the 
eats  ate  nothin.'r  but  rats,  then  the  en- 
tire 5000  rats  would  he  eaten  by  the 
KMW  cats  inside  of  the  first  week,  and 
the  story  would  l)e  ue>ne  more  cjuickly 
even  than  the  famous  tale  of  Solomon 
Grundv.  which  covered  a  period  of 
seven  days,  not  counting  the  e)bsequies 
which  must  have  occurred  the  next 
week.  There  must  be  a  way  out  of  this. 
Naturally  enough  it  is  a  milky  way.  A 
third  section  of  the  farm  will  be  de- 
voted to  cows.  The  cojv.s.  it  is  to  be 
hoped  for  the  success  of  the  scheme, 
will  give  milk.  Part  of  this  milk  w  ill  be 
fed  to  the  cats.  The  rest  will  be  made 
into  cheese  for  the  rats.  It  is  so  easy 
tej  kill  two  birds  with  one  stone,  if  yeiu 
have  the  right  kind  of  birds  and  the 
right  kind  of  a    ste.ne. 

Here.  then,  is  the;>  project  complete; 
First,  the  farm,  which  is  to  be  sur- 
rounded by  a  ten-foot  fence  to  prevent 
the  escape  of  the  capitalized  stock  of 
the  company:  second,  the  cows,  which 
will  furnish  the  milk  for  the  cats  and 
cheese  for  the  rats;  third  and  fourth— 
for  they  are  inseparable,  or  will  l>e  in 
the  course  of  a  year  or  two — the  cats 
that  are  to  eat  thc^  rats  and  the  rats 
that  are  to  eat  the  cats,  the  cats  be- 
coming rats  and  rats  cats.

Rudoli)h  Lederman,  of  New  York, 
spoke  for  specific  tlutles  on  glass  and 
metal  butt<»ns. 

The  coal  tar  manufacturers  were  rep. 
resented  by  N.  S.  (Ireenough.  Pitch, 
the  chief  product  of  coal  tar,  he  saiii, 
was  largely  imported  and  coal  tar 
somewhat.  A  duty  of  %1  a  tcm  on  pitc  li 
and  specific  duties  on  c<»al  tar  were 
wanted.  'Vour  i>usiness  would  simply 
change  gas  making  from  water  gas  lo 
coal  gas  and  give  work  to  a  single 
laborer,"  commented   Mr.  I'a.vne. 

J.  C.  Storrey.  of  I}ost<m.  sai<l  that  the 
product  was  used  for  relining  and  pav-

William  (Itdder,  of  Chicago,  reconi- 
m-Mded  duties  on  moss  peal,  which  is 
now  on  the  free  list  Foreign  dealers 
had  charged  %-i»  a  ton  before  Americans 
entered  the  business,  anil  It  had 
dropped  lo  %\1.  less  than  it  could  be  pro- 
duced  for  Four  dollars  a  ton  on  duty 
vvas  asked  for  The  chief  cost  was  laltoi 
and  sufficient  material  could  be  found 
fn  Jackson  county,  Wis,,  to  supply  the 
Cnited  States. 

Kcnnett  Barnhart.  a  representative 
of  Marshall  Field  &  Co.,  of  Chicago,  ad- 
vocated moderation  in  the  tariff  and 
specilic' duties.  As  an  average  an  ad 
valorem  duty  of  .=iO  per  cent  yielded  but 
;!.'»  per  cent.  The  bulk  of  the  importing 
trade  was  in  the  hands  of  foreign  man- 
ufacturers, who  were  able  to  sell  goods 
cheaper  than  Marshall  Field  &  Co, 
would  land  them  in  New  York.  The 
tiaragrai>h  allowing  duties  to  the  manu- 
facturer's  cost,  plus  s  per  cent,  was  the 
most  disadvantageous  to  Americans, 
and  the  system  of  consignment.

KANSAS  POPULISTS. 


New  State  Officers  Sworn  in 
at  Topeka. 

Topeka,  Kan..  Jan.  11. — (iovernor  John 
W.  Leedy  and  the  Populist  state  (dli- 
cers  chosen  at  the  recent  election  were 
Installed  this  morning.  F'^x-fJovernor 
Osborne  presided  at  the  ceremony.  The 
oath  of  office  was  tirst  administered  lo 
all  the  new  officers  of  state  w  Ith  the  ex- 
ception of  governor  and  chief  justice, 
i  The  retiring  governor.  Morrill,  then  de- 
I  llvcrecl  an  adtlress,  at  the-  close  of  which 
he  introduced  CJovernor  Leedy.  who  de- 
livered his  Inaugural. 

The  governor  and  (^hlcf  Justice  Doster 
then  took  their  oaths  of  o|l\ce.  fcdlov- 
ing  which  the  ceremony  closed  by  th.' 
audience  singing  "Atnerica."  This  at- 
terncion  the  newly-elec-t»-d  olllcers  held 
a  reception  in  tneir  respective!  oftlces. 
Tonight  a  |>ublic  reception  will  be  give  11 
in  their  honor  In  the  scn.ite  chant- 
be  r. 


Washingtcm,  Jan.  11. — Intense  Interest 
was  manifested  in  the  battle  royal  over 
the  Pacific  railway  funding  bill,  which 
c  ame  to  a  vote  In  the  house  today.  Be- 
fore the  house  convened  the  floor  was 
c-rowded  with  friends  and  opponents  of 
the  measure,  and  members  were  stand- 
ing about  In  groups  arguing  the  merlt:^ 
of  the  bill.  Such  a  scene  of  bustling  ac- 
ti\ily  has  not  been  seen  on  the  floor 
this  session.  The  'galleries  also  weri- 
well  filled  with  interested  spectators. 

It  recjulred  some  time  t<»  straighten 
out  the  parliamentary  situation.  Speak- 
er Reed  stated  his  understanding  of  the 
status.  There  were,  he  said,  no  pending 
amendments  lo  the  bill.  There  wc  re. 
however,  two  substitutes,  that  of  Mr. 
Harrison,  of  Alabama,  to  provide  for  a 
commission  of  three  cabinet  orticers  to 
negotiate  a  settlement  of  the  debts  w  ith 
the  two  loads,  and  the  Hell  substitute, 
providing  that  If  the  i-oads  would  clear 
off  the  Hrst  mortgage  so  as  to  advance 
the  government's  lien  to  the  position  of 
a  Hrst  mortgage,  the  government  would 
agree  to  an  extension  of  the  period  for 
the  payment  of  the  debt  at  ;'.0  per  cent 
interest.  The  former  was  pending  an 
amendment  promised  by  Air.  North- 
way,  of  Ohio,  jirovlding  that  the  com- 
mission createcl  should  l>e  a))poinled  by 
the  secretary  of  the  treasury  and  atloi- 
ney  general,  instead  of  consisting  of 
these  three  c-abinet  officers. 

The  Norlhway  amendment,  he  said, 
was  to  be  voted  on  first,  then  the  sub- 
stitutes in 'their  <irder.  If  either  of  the 
substitutes  were  adopted,  it  would,  he 
said,  take  the  i>lace  of  the  cuiginal  bid. 
.\fter  some  wran'gllng  the  si)eaker"s 
statement  of  the  situation  was  accepted 
by  the  house.  The  Norlhway  ainend- 
mant  to  the  Harrison  substitute  was 
defeated  on  a  viva  voce  vote,  after 
which  the  Bell  substitute  was  sub- 
mitted. Without  dividing.  Mr.  Bell,  tlie 
author  of  the  substitute,  demanded  a 
record-making  vote.  Ills  demanci  w  a.> 
sustained  by  .seventy  odd  members, 
mostly  on  the  Democratle  side,  and  the 
roll   was  called. 

As  the  voting  proceeded  It  was  evi- 
dent that  the  substitute  would  fail,  and 
the  fric>nds  of  the  bill  were  correspond- 
ingly jubilant.  Senator  White  of  Cali- 
fornia. Senator  Daniel  and  other  sena- 
tors from  the-  north  end  of  the  caj>it''il 
were  present  at  various  stages  of  Ww 
pn»ceedings  and  watc-hed  the  progres-;.-; 
of  the  struggle  with  keen  inlenst. 

There  was  a  flurry  when  the  speaker 
annoimced  the  defeat  of  the  Hell  substi- 
tute. 110  to  l.">6.  The  opposition  appeared 
somcNvhat  staggered,  but  It  was  pointed 
out  that  the  California  members  and 
others  know  11  to  be  opposed  to  th<?  mea- 
suie  voted  against  the  substitute.  The 
Harrison  substitute  was  then  sub- 
mitted on  a  viva  voce  vote.  The  volume 
of  .sound  was  distinctly  against  the  sub- 
stitute, and  the  speaker  was  about  to 
declare  it  defeated  when  Mr.  Harri.^'on 
demanded  the  ayc^s  and  noes. 

There  were  cries  of  "No.  no,"  but  he 
succeeded  iu  securing  forty-seVen 
members  to  back  his  dc<mand.  'i'his 
was  iKit  (Uie-lifth  of  the  jireceding  voce-, 
but  the  other  side-  was  unable  to  muster 
metre  than  IU'.',  so  the  speakc-r  ordered 
the  roll  called.  This  was  ilefeated— .V. 
lo  15L'.  It  was  then  decided  to  test  the 
strength  to  engross  ami  read  the  bill. 
Ac-cordingl.v.  Mr.  Maguire  dc*manded 
the  yeas  and  nays,  ami  half  the  house 
seemed  to  rise  in  resiionsc?  lo  his  de- 
mand. As  the  roll  call  began  everyone 
realized  that  the  critical  moment  had 
come. 

The  subdued  buzz  of  exc-ited  conver- 
sation subsided,  and  a  hush  fell  on  the 
house.  The  membcis  listenc-d  «iuietly 
to  the  responses.  Mr.  Powers  and  his 
clerk  kept  tallies.  Mr.  Cummings.  Mr. 
Maguire  and  seyral  other  members 
also  checked  the  vote.  When  It  w&r 
quietly  whispered  about  that  at  the  end 
of  the  first  roll  call  on  the  motion  to 
engross  the  vote  was  S"  to  147,  the  ad- 
versaries of  the  measure  were  over- 
joyed, Mr.  Maguire  started  a  lound  of 
applause  and  abandoned  his  tally.  Tin 
cr»mpleteness  of  the  defeat  of  th<'  bill's 
ad\oc-ates  l>ecame  more  and  more  ap- 
parent as  the  second  roll  call  proceed- 
ed. When  the  clerks  had  figured  uj)  the 
totals,  the  speaker  submitted  the  result 
—yeas,  102:  nays,  168,  There  was  a 
great  outburst  of  applause  wln-n  the 
defeat  of  the  measure  was  officially  an- 
nounced. 

The  formal  motion  of  Mr.  Hubliard 
to  reconsider  and  lay  on  the  table  was 
carried,  and  some-  minor  duties  were 
transacted.  Then  suddenly  Mr.  Pow- 
ers seemed  to  make  up  his  mind  to  try 
and  gc-t  further  consideration  of  tin 
bill  in  a  new  form.  He  rose  and  mov  eo 
that  the  bill  be  recoinniilted  to  tin 
conimittee.  "It  is  aj>parent,"  said  he, 
speaking  ver.v  calmly,  "that  the  house 
has  manifested  its  opposition  to  the 
l>rinciple  of  this  bill,  but,  '  he  said,  '1 
lake  It  every  member  present  wants 
some  action  taken,  and  I  make  this 
motion  in  order  to  see  if  the  c-ommittee 
cann.it  formulate  a  measure  which  will 
get  the  approval  of  the  house." 

Mr.  Dockery  immediately  made  the 
point  of  order  that  the  motion  was  not 
in  order,  and  a  parliamentary  rcjw  fol- 
lowed.

executive  should  act  In  harmcmy  with 
the  legislative  department  of  the  gov- 
ernment.  Also  recognizing  the  inde- 
pendence of  the  republic  of  Cuba  and 
appropriate  $10,000  for  the  salary  of  a 
minister  thereto,  and  proceeded  to  ad- 
dress the  senate  upon  it.  Mr.  Mills  Ite- 
.gan  by  saying  that  the  secretary  of 
state  had  challenged  the  authority  of 
congress  to  recognize  the  Independence 
of  a  foreign  state,  and  had  said  that 
also  if  passed  over  the  veto  of  the  presi- 
dent would  be  of  no  effect. 

"I  i)ropose  to  meet  that  statement." 
he  announced.  "The  authority  of  con- 
gress in  this  matter  has  never  been 
challenged  but  once.  Then  the  chal-  I 
lenger  was  signally  rebuked,  and  I  have  ' 
no  doubt  it  will  be  now."  He  did  not 
know  where  the  secretary  of  state 
found  the  authority  for  his  statement. 
A  government  must  exist  before  it 
c<»uld  be  possible  for  him  to  reccjgnize 
it.  sind  a  diplomatic  officer  must  be 
sent  to  it.  Congress  must  create  the 
otflce.  has  the  power  to  create  an  ciffice. 
and  must  do  so  befoi-e  the  president 
could  send  an  ambassador  to  a  govern- 
ment. 

"This  is  a  most  remarkable  state, 
ment."  commented  Mr.  Mills,  upon  Sec- 
retary OIney's  dc^claration.  from  whicl; 
he  ciuoted:  "The  respect  that  I  have 
for  the  secretary  of  state  and  the  high 
oflic-e  he  holds,  and  for  his  chief  and 
the  high  office  he  holds,  restrains  mc- 
from  saying  moie.  He  has  his  dut.\ 
and  I  have  mine.  The  president  must 
not  say  to  the  congress  of  the  United 
States:  'This  is  none  of  your  busi- 
ness. " 

Mr.  Mills  read  fronj  President  Mon- 
roe's message  of  March.  1S22,  relating 
to  the  recognition  of  South  American 
republics  in  cevolutl(ui  with  Spain. 
President  Monroe,  he  said,  had  recog- 
nized that  both  branches  of  the  govern- 
ment had  a  duty  imposed  upon  thetri 
in  the  recognition  of  foreign  govern- 
ments, and  that  there  must  be  co-oper- 
ation. Monroe  had  not  said.  "I  havr- 
setit  an  ambassador."  but.  "if  congress 
should  concur"  in  his  views,  he  would 
recognize  the  new  governments.  How. 
in  the  face  of  that  precedent,  he  in- 
cjuired.  could  the  president  of  the 
United  States  and  the  secretary  of 
state  stand  before  the  people  of  the 
United  States  and  say  they  had  the 
sole  power  to  recognize  a  foreign  gov- 
ernment?

CHURCH  ROW. 

Settled  By  the  Intervention  of 
Turkish  Authorities. 


The  annual  <listribution  of  seeds  will 
begin  at  an  earlier  period  this  year  thari 
last.     It  will  l>e  remembered  that  it  was 
not   until   congress   hail   passed   a   joint 
resolution     ordering     the     distribution 
that  Secretary   Morton   would  make  it. 
That   resolution   was   passed  long  after 
the   arrangetnents   for   the   distribution 
shiiuld   have     been     made,     and     after 
thousands  of     packages     should     have 
been  sent  out.     The  result  was  that  the 
distribution  in  such  states  as  Minnesota 
was  not  completed  until  about  June  1, 
while  it  was  so  late  as  to  be  of  no  avail 
at  all  in  the  Southern  states.     It  was  a 
([uestioii    whether  the  distribution   this  j 
year  would  be  made  by  the  outgoing  or  1 
incoming  congressman,  where  a  changf-  ' 
had  been  made.    The  early  distribution 
will  enable  old  members  to  once  more 
scatter  the  seeds  of  remembrance  over 
their  districts  before  giving  place  to  tho 
nev.-  fellows.     The  allotment    this    yea^ 
will  give  80O  packages  to  each  district. 
Seeds  will  begin  to  go  about  Feb.  1.

LEWIS  CROCKWELL  DEAD. 
Denver,  Col.,  Jan.  11.— Lewis  Crock- 
well,  who  was  Fnited  States  district 
attorney  for  Colorado  for  four  yeais 
under  President  Grant,  died  suddenly 
of  apoplexy  last  night.  He  was  born 
in  Schoharie  county,  N.  Y.,  In  1840.  He 
was  one  of  the  leading  lawyers  In  the 
state  and  was  engaged  in  nearly  every 
important  mining  suit  in  the  courts. 


Pittsburg.  Jan.  11.— A  gigantic  pro- 
ject is  to  lie  carried  out  by  a  joint 
stock  company  of  Western  Pennsyl- 
vania mill  workers.  It  Is  the  building 
of  a  great  iron  and  steel  plant  at  Por: 
Angeles,  on  Paget  sound,  northwest  of 
Seattle,  Wash.  The  plant  will  cover 
thirty  acres  and  the  cost  will  be  about 
$1,300,000  to  $2,000,000.  Work  will  begin 
in  the  spring.  Already  half  the  stock 
has  been  subscribed  by  about  1200 
stockholders  in  i3raddock,  Duquesne. 
Homestead.  AlcKeesport.  Turtle  Creek. 
Wllmoiding.  Pittsburg  and  Allegheny. 
The  stock  rates  at  $100  i>er  share. 
Many  of  the  Carnegie  mill  workers  and 
Westinghouse  emplt)yes  are  Interesteu 
in   the   project. 

The  plan  was  f  emulated  some 
months  ago  by  (Jeorge  M.  Nimon.  a 
pattern  maker  at  the  Edgar  Thom.soi, 
steel  works  for  the  last  twelve  years, 
and  son  of  (J.  Al.  Nlmmi.  master  «ar- 
peiiter  and  pattern  inakcT  at  thos' 
works.  The  board  of  trade  and  the 
chamber  of  commerce  of  Port  Angeles 
■ffered  an  immense  bonus,  which  wa.^ 
a<ceptcd.

the  Hennett  liotel,  Saturday  ivenlng,  tu 
plaee  in  nomination  a  candidate  for 
alderman.  The  uteetinK  was  advertised 
for  this  preilnet.  and  it  was  not  sup- 
posed that  the  voters  of  any  other  pre- 
<  inet  would  be  present  or  take  any  in- 
ti-resl  in  the  matter.  It  was  diseovered. 
so  say  the  ones  v.  ho  had  the  meeting  in 
eharfje,  that  a  movement  was  on  fooi 
to  ]>aik  the  meeting  with  vi>ters  of  tJK 
Fourth  pr»<  inct  in  favor  of  Alderman 
Uithardson.  The  question  then  arose 
MS  to  what  aetiun  should  he  taken:  to 
hustle  around  and  drajr  out  enough 
\ottis  to  overcome  the  oneota  men.  or 
to  remain  passive  and  let  those  from 
the  Fourth  precinct  lun  the  meetins:  to 
suit  themselves.  The  latter  suRgestion 
was  adopted,  and  early  in  the  eveniiijr 
the  w  hole  village  of  Oneota  came  up  in 
a  l>ody  to  attend  the  meetuig.  of 
course  they  liad  a  few  from  the  Fifth 
precinct,  who  assisted  them  in  their 
l>urpose.

NEW  YORK  STOCKS. 

Dull    and    Irregular    Opening 
With  Slight  Changes. 

New  York.  Jan.  11.— T'le  stock  mark<l 
opened  dull  and  irregular,  but  with  d 
tendency  toward  improvement.  Tii> 
changes,  as  a  rule,  were  slight  aside 
from  Tobacco,  which  advanced  1  per 
cent  to  7!>.  and  Wheeling  and  Lake  Eri" 
preferred,  which  declined  IVs  to  :;.'>%  per 
cent.

COMPLETED  AT  LAST. 

General     Arbitration     Treaty 
With  England  Accomplished. 

Washington.  Jan.  11. — The  proposi- 
tion for  a  general  arbitration  treaty  be- 
tween the  United  States  and  Great 
Britain  is  now  an  accomplished  fact. 
Lord  Salisbury  has  assented  to  the  last 
sug'gestion  from  this  side,  and  nothinji 
now  remains  but  the  attachment  of  th. 
formal  signatures  of  Secretary  Olnej 
and  Sir  Julian  Pauncefote.  the  latter 
having  l>een  clothed  with  the  necessai  s 
authority  by  Lord  Salisbury-  The  sig- 
natures will  be  affixed  today.  Of  course 
the  treaty,  unlike  the  Venezuelan 
agreement,  must  be  submitted  to  the 
TTnited  States  for  its  approval,  and  in 
view  of  the  short  time  remaining  of  the 
ftresent  session  of  congress,  every  elToi  t 
will  be  made  to  have  it  submitted  to 
that  body  at  the  earliest  possible  mo- 
ment, pridiably  within  a  day  or  two. 

While  full  details  are  not  yet  obtain- 
able, it  can  be  stated  that  ample  pr«  - 
vision  has  been  made  to  guard  against 
a  failure  of  the  arliitrators  to  agie<- 
through  a  tie  vote.  Prcjper  provision 
has  been  made  in  such  cases  for  refer- 
ence of  the  matter  to  a  deciding  auth- 
ority, who  will  be  fixed  upon  In  each 
case  by  the  tribunal  Itself.  It  was  Sec- 
retary Olney's  Insistence  upon  the  abso- 
lute necessity  of  guarding  again.st  \ 
tie  vote  which  led  t<»  a  delay  in  the  linal 
draft  of  the  treaty  after  the  details  had 
been  adjusted  to  the  common  satisfac- 
tion of  the  representatives  of  the  two 
nations. 

It  is  learned  that  King  Oscar  of 
Sweden  lias  been  selected  and  will  ix- 
named  in  the  general  arbitration  treaty 
as  the  final  arbitrator  In  case  of  a  tie 
vote  by  the  arbitration  tribunal  on  any 
matter.  He  either  will  sit  or  hear  the 
matter  in  dispute  himself  or  will  name 
a  deputy  who  will  act  as  the  final  ar- 
bitrator. The  treaty  Is  to  run  for  five- 
years,  and  thus  the  Swedish  king  for 
that  length  of  time  will  be  the  linal  um- 
pire of  all  disputes  between  the  two 
great  Knglish  speaking  nations.  He 
will  act  also  as  the  final  arbitrator  in 
the  Venezuelan  dispute,  and  in  this  ca- 
pacity will  come  prominently  before  the 
world  as  the  foremost  representative 
of  the  settlement  of  national  disputes 
by  peace  instead  of  force  c>f  arms. 


ment  for  a  settlement  of  the  long 
standing  boundai">  dispute,  it  is  under 
stc),;d  that  these  objections  are  not  po- 
tent enough  to  prevent  ratitication  of 
the  agreement,  in  the  face  of  its  strong 
endorsement  by  President  Crespo  and 
the  members   of  his  c-abinet. 

The  final  settl>»ment  of  this  cllspute. 
whicli  alone  at  one  time  threatened 
seriously  to  Interrupt  the  amlc-able  re- 
lations between  the  United  States  an  1 
(Jreat  Britain  will  be  hailed  with  sat- 
ii^factoin.  both  In  this  c-ountry  and  in 
(jreat  Britain.  The  intervention  of  the 
I'ntled  States  to  adjust  the  disi)uati- 
hfs  had  one  result  not  fore.seen  not- 
contemplated  at  the  time,  viz:  The 
drawing  closer  together  of  the  two 
great  representatives  of  the  English 
sieaking  races.  As  a  result  of  the  nui- 
tunl  understanding  effected  in  const  - 
<lU(-nce  of  their  contentions  -jver 
\'enezuela  the  Cnited  States  and  Great 
Britain  at  this  time  are  probably  nioie 
nearly  in  accord  in  their  sympathetic 
ii-lations  ihan  ever  I>efore  In  our  his- 
l<-ry,  and  it  is  exnecied  that  the  result 
will  be  an  agreetneni  on  the  great 
scheme  of  arl)itration  "f  all  disputes 
lietween  the  tw(j  nations,  save  that  in 
which   national   honor  is  involved. 

It  is  probable  also  that  closely  follow- 
ing the  •  onsummation  of  the  agree- 
ment as  to  the  Venezuelan  boundary 
dispute  there  will  he  a  resumption  of 
the  diplomatic  relations  between  Vene- 
zuela arid  Great  Britain  which  have 
been  severed  for  some  years  as  the  re- 
sult -f  this  dispute,  and  that  the 
United  States  will  be  the  intermediarv 
in  bringing  this  about.  The  selection 
of  King  Oscar  of  Sweden  as  the  final 
arbitrator  is  regarded  as  a  fortunate 
one.  because  of  the  high  regard  in 
which  he  is  held.

The  View  Rev.  F.  C.  South- 
worth  Takes  of  It. 

Rev,  F.  C.  .Southworth  sj)oke  at  the 
T'nitarian  c-burch  yesterday  morning  (jn 
"The  Observance  of  Sunday,"  concern- 
ing which  he  stated  that  the  traditional 
view  of  the  origin  of  Sunday  observani  * 
has  done  violence  to  the  fact.  This 
view,  while  it  Is  dying  out,  crops  u|>  fre- 
fluently,  and  we  are  still  occasionally 
confronted  with  lawmakers  who  still 
believe  that  a  law  made  for  a  Jewish 
theocracy  is  binding  on  an  .American 
republic.  Christ  raised  objections  t<> 
the  old  Sabbath  law.  saying  that  if  on< 
c-ould  do  a  good  deed  on  the  Sabbath  he 
could  break  the  law  of  Moses. 

The  idea  that  Sunday  is  .sacred  is  per< 
niclous.  God  never  rested  on  Sunday 
or  any  other  day.  Kvll  deeds  are  as  bad 
on  one  day  as  on  another,  as  God  re- 
spects days  no  more  than  he  does  per- 
sons. A  boy  who  goes  fishing  is  as 
likely  to  fall  into  the  water  Saturday 
as  he  is  Sunday.  Once  freed  from  su 
perstition.  Sunciay  observation  may  be 
made  of  great  benefit  to  the  race.  It 
should  be  made  indeed  a  day  of  rest. 
It  is  to  millions  of  workers  the  one  da\ 
on  which  they  are  released  from  the 
grind  of  the  work  and  have  an  oppoi-- 
tunity  to  stretch  their  minds.

Senatorial  Bimetallic  Caucus 
Adjourned  Until  Friday. 

Wa.shington,  Jan.  12. — The  report  from 
ih<«  senatorial  caucus  today  did  not  re- 
sult in  any  tinal  action  upon  the  ques- 
tion of  internaticmal  bimetallism,  which 
the  caucus  was  called  to  consider,  but 
adjourned  until  Friday.  This  failure 
was  not  due  to  ary  opposition  to  pro- 
vide means  for  a  conference,  but  to  the 
I'act  that  the  language  of  the  bill  pre- 
pared by  the  Wolcott  committee  was 
objectionable  to  some.  The  bill  as 
drafted  provides  for  the  rcnonsideratlon 
of  the  "free  mintage"  of  silver. 

Some  of  the  Western  members  of  the 
caucus  objected  to  this  wording,  say- 
ing that  it  .should  be  so  amended  as  to 
provide  for  free  and  unlimited  coinage. 
Senator  Allison  addres.sed  the  caucus 
In  a  brief  speech,  giving  a  complete  out- 
line of  what  was  wanted.  It  was  sug- 
gested that  it  would  be  better  to  ad- 
journ and.  lake  time  to  make  the  bill 
complete.

THE  Ca.VIRMANS  ADDRESS. 

The  temporary  chairman  chosen  at 
the  opening  of  the  conventitm  this  af- 
ternoon was  Hon.  E.  O.  Staimard,  of 
.Missouri.  He  addressed  the  500  dele- 
gates as  follows: 

"Gentlemen:  I  desire  to  thank  you 
for  the  honor  you  have  conferred  upon 
me  by  this  call  to  preside  over  the  tem^ 
porary  deliberations  of  this  convention. 
Early  in  December,  at  the  instance  of 
the  board  of  trade  and  the  business 
men  of  Indianapolis,  a  preliminary 
monetary  conference  was  called  to 
meet  here,  ccmslstlng  of  representatives 
of  commercial  organizations  of  some 
of  the  central  Western  states,  and  that 
conference  was  composed  of  some  fifty 
busines.s  men.  After  a  thorough  and 
rather  comprehensive  discussion  of 
matters  imder  consideration,  it  was  re-  1  most 


bility  of  our  financial  affairs,  so  that 
they  may  know  on  what  basis  they  are 
working.  This  is  of  great  importance 
to  us  as  well  as  to  the  foreign  nations, 
when  we  take  into  account  that  dur- 
ing the  last  year  we  exported  to  for- 
eign countries  more  than  a  thousand 
million  of  dollars'  w-orth  of  the  surplus 
of  our  soil  and  the  industries  of  our 
people,  and  imported  a  little  more  than 
seven  hundred  millions  of  their  pro- 
ducts; and  while  our  operations  with 
foreign  countries  may  not  be  quite  as 
large  evei^  year  as  this,  they  are  al- 
ways of  enormous  proportions. 

"The  present  financial  methods  of  the 
government  are  largely  those  adopted 
during  the  war,  when  there  were  great 
emergencies.  I  believe  there  is  a  very 
strong  .md  constantly  increasing  con- 
viction among  our  people  that  some 
method  should  be  adopted  for  the  re- 
tirement of  the  I'nited  States  and  trea- 
sury notes,  an<'.  that  they  should  not 
much  longer  be  tolerated  as  a  circulat- 
ing medium.  They  have  bc»en  .a  hind- 
rancc*  to  the*  prosperity  of  our  govern- 
mentment  for  many  years.  They  are  a 
constant  menace  to  our  trea-sury  re- 
serve and  \i>  the  credit  of  the  govern- 
ment, and  when  encroachments  are 
made  upon  these  reserves,  commerce 
stands  in  feai*  and  trembling.  There 
seems  tc»  be  a  well-defined  conviction 
among  liusiness  men,  from  the  experi- 
ences of  the  past,  th.-it  there  should  be* 
no  notes  in  c  irculation  whic  h  should  not 
be  retired  wiien  their  office  has  been 
fulfilled.  Whether  these  notes  should 
be  retired  at  once  or  gradually,  I  am 
not  disposed  to  say;  but  of  the  neces- 
sity of  their  retirement  I  think  therci 
can  be  no  question.  I  would  retire 
them  by  the  sale  of  long  government 
bonds,  at  a  low  rate  of  interest,  if  there 
can  be  no  better  way  devised  for  their 
withdrawal  from  circulation. 

■•While  1  am  mentioning  some  of  the 
defects,  as  I  believe,  of  our  monetary 
system  v>  hich  come  to  my  mind,  I  would 
say  that  1  see  no  reason  why  our  na- 
tional banking  law  should  not  be  so 
kmended  as  to  allow  the  national  banks 
to  issue  notes  up  to  the  par  value  of  the 
bonds  which  they  hold  as  a  basis  for 
their  issue,  instead  of  issuing,  as  they 
are  now  compelled  to  do,  only  90  per 
cent  of  the  par  value  of  the  bonds  that 
cost  them,  perhaps,  118  to  120.  This 
would  help  in  giving  us  a  larger  volume 
of  circulation,  and  be  an  inducement  to 
the  banks  to  issue  all  the  bills  they  could 
under  the  new  law.  Many  of  the  banks, 
as  the  law  now  stands,  do  not  issue  all 
the  notes  they  are  authorized  to  do,  be- 
cause muc-h  of  the  time  it  is  not  profit- 
able for  them  to  invest  in  bonds  at  120 
when  they  cannot  avail  themselves  of 
an  issue  of  more  than  90  per  cent  of  thc^ 
par  value  of  the  bonds  they  purchase. 
Then  there  is  a  lax  of  1  per  c^ent  on  the 
issue  of  the  national  bank  circ^ulation. 
and  I  see  no  necessity  for  so  large  a 
tax  as  this,  as  it  must  ultimately  Ik 
paid  by  the  borrower.  I  believe  that 
the  tax  should  be  reduced  to  14  of  1  per 
cent. 

"There  are  many  advantages  con- 
nected with  the  national  banking  sys- 
tem of  the  country,  and  this  system,  1 
believe,  might,  with  great  benefit  to 
all  interested,  be  extended  by  allowing, 
under  proper  safeguards,  the  establish- 
ment of  branch  banks  in  smaller  cities 
with  largely  reduced  minimum  of  cap- 
ital. I  believe  there  is  no  instance  on 
record  where  a  loss  has  come  to  hold- 
ers of  national  bank  notes. 

"There  are  many  suggestions  of  re- 
form. One  is  to  withclraw  all  papei 
money  under  the  denomination  of  $10. 
thereby  forcing  a  larger  volume  of 
silver  and  gold  to  circulate  in  the  hands 
of  the  people,  and  I  believe  this  is  well 
worthy  of  favorable  consideration. 

"I  do  not  believe  that  any  criticism 
can,  with  reason  or  justice,  stand 
against  commercial  or  business  organi- 
zations for  taking  an  active  interest 
and  making  recommendations  to  con- 
gress in  matters  of  so  great  concern  as 
these  which  call  us  together. 

"I  find  from  the  last  census  that  there 
is  an  aggregate  of  over  six  millions  of 
money  invested  in  manufactories  in  the 
United  States,  and  that  there  are  over 
four  millions  of  men  employed  in  these 
establishments,  and  that  the  output  is 
over  nine  billions  in  value  monthly.  I 
also  find  that  the  average  annual  value 
of  the  cotton,  wheat,  corn  and  oats  pro- 
duced in  this  country  is  aljout  four 
billions  of  dollars,  to  say  nothing  of  the 
value  of  cattle,  horses,  hogs  and  al- 
innumerable    other    products    of

Pittsburg.  Jan.  12. — The  magazine  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Torpedo  company, 
limited,  at  Shamjkin."  Pa..  eighteen 
m.iles  from  here,  is  reported  to  have 
blown  up.  A  number  of  persons  are 
said  to  have  been  killed,  but  particulars 
have  not  yet  been  received.  The  explo- 
sion occurred  about  10  o'clock  and 
completely  demolished  the  building  and 
also  tore  a  large  hole  in  the  ground. 

The  number  of  killed  is  not  known, 
as  nothing  is  left  of  the  victims,  taut  it 
is  thought  that  at  least  six  men  were 
killed.  The  concussion  was  felt  several 
miles  away  and  buildings  in  the  imme- 
diate vicinity  were  badly  shattered. 

At  Shousetown.  the  public  school 
building  was  partly  demolished  and  a 
panic  among  the  pupils  ensued,  but  fcn- 
tunately  no  one  was  hurt.

The  cause  of  the  explosion  is  not 
known  and  partic-ulars  are  meager. 
The  names  of  the  victims  have  not  been 
learned.

MANY  WERE  KILLED. 

Bain  City  Massacre  Was  an 
Awful  Affair. 

London,  Jan.  12.— The  officials  of  the 
Niger  protectorate  confirm  the  news  of 
the  massacre  of  Consul  Phillips,  Messrs. 
Lacke  and  Capt,  Bell,  consular  officers;

Offended  Members  Nearly  Come 
to  Blows. 

Washington.  Jan.  12.— Little  interest 
was  manifested  in  the  house  today  in 
the  speaker's  decision  of  the  point  of 
order  made  yesterday  by  Mr.  Dockery 
against  Mr.  Power's  motion  to  recom- 
mit the  Pacific  railroads'  funding  bill, 
made  yesterday  after  the  deal  of  the 
measure. 

Immediately  after  the  reading  of  the 
Journal,  the  speaker  sustained  the  point 
of  order,  and  the  bill  will  not  l>e  re- 
committeed. 

A  bill  to  better  define  and  regrulate 
the  rights  of  aliens  to  own  real  estate 
in   the  territories  was  passed. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hartman  a  bill  wa.-* 
passed  to  amend  the  law  relative  to 
the  making  of  affidavits  in  the  entry 
of  public  lands,  so  as  to  prevent  ap- 
plicants to  appear  before  the  land  office 
registers,  and  also  to  place  the  burden 
of  proof  in  disputed  questions  of  min- 
eral and  agricultural  lands  upon  the 
agricultural  claimants. 

Mr.  Brosius,  of  the  committee  on  civil 
service,  called  up  a  bill  to  amend  the 
law  giving  preference,  in  the  matte^ 
of  appointments,  to  Union  soldiers  dis- 
charged on  account  of  wounds  or  sick- 
ness contracted  in  the  service,  so  as  to 
create  another  preference  class  to  in- 
clude ex-Union  soldiers  and  sailors  or 
their  widows. 

While  the  bill  was  being  debated,  a 
storm  was  brewing.  It  was  apparent 
that  there  was  to  be  an  echo  of  the  Pa- 
-cific  railway  funding  bill  debate  in  the 
shape  of  a  sequel  to  the  sensational  at- 
tack made  by  Mr.  Johnson  on  Editor 
Hearst  last  Friday.  Mr.  Maguire  had 
printed  in  the  Record  this  morning,  in 


connection  with  his  remarks  on  the  bill, 
some  very  caustic  comments  on  Mt. 
Johnson's  speech,  and  the  latter,  who 
had  been  awaiting  Mr.  Maguire's  ap- 
pearance in  the  hall,  as  soon  as  he  saw 
him  enter,  arose  and  asked  the  speaker 
if  it  would  be  in  order  for  him  to  rise 
to  a  question  of  personal  privilege.  He 
was  informed  that  he  could  do  so  as 
soon  as  the  pending  bilj  was.  out  of  the 
way.  As  soon  as  the  bill  was  passed, 
the  California  member  impetuously 
arose.  The  house  immediately  squared 
itself  around. 

Mr.  Johnson  said  m  his  speech:  ir 
the  gentleman  from  Wisconsin  (Cooper) 
and  the  gentleman  from  California 
(Maguire)  thinks  I  am  cowardly,  let 
either  repeat  to  me  outside  the  cham- 
ber and  their  curiosity  will  be  ap- 
peased." 

Mr.  Maguire  then  rose  to  report  as 
soon  as  Mr.  Johnson  finished.  "I  never 
printed  anywhere  anything  that  I  am 
not  willing  to  repeat  before  any  man 
myself,"  he  began.  He  explained  that 
he  desired  to  deliver  the  speech  printed 
in  the  Record,  but  that  the  speaker 
had  refused  to  gve  him  time.  After  Mr. 
Maguire  concluded  Mr.  Pool  moved  to 
expunge  Maguire's  speech  from  the 
Record.

Washington,  Jan.  12.— The  deep-water 
ways  commission,  appointed  by  Presi- 
dent Cleveland  in  November,  1895,  has 
finished  its  report  and  submitted  the 
same  to  Secretary  Olney.

THE    PACIFIC    FUNDING    BILL. 

I?y  a  decisive  majoiity    of    sixty-five. 
the  house  of  repre.sentatives  yesterday 
defeated   the   Pacific   railroad     funding 
bill.     Con.gressman      Towne      and      the 
other  six  Minnesota  congressmen  voted 
solidly  against  the  measure.     The  large 
adverse  majority  is  an  indication  of  a 
similar  fate  for  any  other  funding  bill 
that  may  be  pre.sented.      .\  statement 
recently   sent     out     from     Washington 
placed  the  amount  of  bonds   provided 
for  by  the  bill  at  about  $140,000,000.  the 
rate  of  interest  at  2  per  cent  and  the 
time  at  eighty-six     years.      The    com- 
panies were  to    pay    the    interest    and 
make  payments  on  account  of  the  prin- 
cipal  in   annual    installments  sufficient 
to  extinguish   the    indebtedness   in    the 
time  slated.    It  would  appear  from  this 
statement  that  the  bill  provided  for  in- 
cluding the  sinking  fund     already    ac- 
cumulated in   the  amount  of  the   new 
bonds.     The  total    principal    is  $»>4.623,- 
r>13 

.At  the  end  of  November  the  amount 
of  interest   that   has   been   paid    by   the 
government  and  not  repaid  by  the  com. 
panies  by   transportation  service     and 
ntherwi.se  was  $79,17f),907.     The   interest 
then  accrued  and  not  paid  was  $1.340.. 
538.     These   items,   representing   practi- 
cally the  indebtedness  of  the  companies 
to       the     government     at     that     time, 
amounted  to  $145,14:5,957.    But  this  dis- 
regards the  sinking    fund,    which    then 
had  accumulated  to  the  amount  of  $24,- 
00:},01o.    Deducting  this  from  the  forg- 
going  total,   we  have  a  remainder     of 
$121,140,942,  which  represents  the  actual 
Indebtedness  of  the  companies    to    the 
government.  Including  interest  accrued 
and  not  paid,  at  that  time. 

Thu-s,  the  bill  provided  for  $140,000,000 
of  bonds  and  it  provided  for  substitut- 
ing the   new  2  per  cent    bonds   for   the 
$20,500,000  in  old  bonds  and  $3,500,000  In 
cash  which  had  already  been  accumu- 
lated in  the  sinking  fund  by  the  end  of 
March.     There  was  no  good  reason  for 
such  an  arrangement,  but  as    the    bill 
was  drawn  in  the  Interest     of     C.     P. 
Huntington  and   his     associates,     who 
have  looted  the  Pacinc  roads  for  their 
own   benefit,     this     arrangement     was 
made  to  give  them  a  few  moi-e  millions. 
The  sinking  fund  should  be  applied,  as 
far  as  it  will  go,  to  the  extinguishment 
of  the  debt  of  the  companies  to  the  gov* 
ernment.    This  having  been     done.     It 
might  have  been  proper  to  arrange  with 
the  companies  for  the  payment  of  the 
rest  of  the  debt.    But     the    companies 
were  endeavoring  to  do  up  the  govern- 
ment, and  the     result     Is    their    over- 
whelming  defeat.      The  proper    course 
now  is  for  the  president  to  direct    the 
attorney   general   to   begin   proceedings 
fur  the  enforcement  of  the  government 
lien  on  the  roads.  I 

The  government  could  have  much  I 
better  afforded  to  have  given  the  com- 
panies the  whole  debt  outright  than  to 
have  entered  upon  the  extension  pro- 
posed In  the  bill  that  was  defeated  yes- 
terday. For  instance,  the  debt  of  the 
Central  Pacific  is  now  In  round  figures, 
$58,000,000.  Inasmuch  as  the  govern- 
ment has  to  pay  3%  per  cent  interest 
on  money  which  it  borrows,  its  interest

The    doctor 
could  never  find  anything  wrong  with 
the  water  supply  here,     and     the    ludi- 
crous blunders  which  he  made  in     so- 
called  "analyses"  of  .samples  of  ice  sent 
to  him  from  this  city  made  him  a  sub- 
ject for  laughter. 

The  state  board  of  health  could  do  a 
splendid  work,  and  with  an  infusion  of 
new  blood  and  a  complete  reorganiza- 
tion, much  will  be  expected  of  it.  Foi 
this  prospect.  Governor  Clough  de- 
serves the  thanks  of  the  people.

Young  Convict  Easily  Escapes 
From  Stillwater. 

Stillwater.  Minn..  Jan.  12.— Convict 
Ed  (alias  Henry)  Ballinger  made  a 
daring  break  for  liberty  yesterday.  He 
was  emi)loyed  in  the  binder  twine  shops 
and  when  his  gang  fell  Into  line  to 
march  to  breakfast  from  the  cell  house 
he  watched  his  opportunity  to  fall  out 
of  the  ranks  and  hide  In  the  library 
while  the  others  we're  at  breakfast. 
When  the  outside  doors  were  opened  h.; 
inade  his  way  into  the  yard  unobserved, 
and  placing  a  ladder  against  the  outside 
wall  near  the  gate,  climbed  to  the  top 
and  dropped  to  the -ground— a  free  man. 
He  was  then  seen  by  guard  White,  who 
was  on  duty  at  the  gate,  and  who 
called  upon  Ballinger  to  halt.  The  latter 
Immediately  started  to  run  northward 
and  the  guanl  flred  three  shots  from  his 
revolver,   but   without  effect. 

The  fugutive  ran  northward  along  the 
St.  Paul  &  Duluth  railroad  tracks,  hotlv 
pursued,  but  finally  he  disappeared  over 
a  little  hill  to  the  left  of  the  railroad 
and  Is  still  at  large.  A  dozen  parties  are 
scouring  the  country  for  him  and  his  re- 
capture is  almost  inevitable.  Ballinger 
was  sent  from  Hastings  Jan.  4,  18i>4, 
to  serve  a  ten-years'  sentence  for  burg- 
lary and  grand  larceny.  He  Is  a  young 
man,  only  •!'>  years  old.  but  Is  a  des- 
perate criminal,  having  prior  to  this 
served  a  term  In  the  Wisconsin  prison 
at  Waupun.  His  brother,  Charles  Ball 
Inger,  is  also  an  Inmate  of  the  orison 
here,  being  sent  from  Itasca  county  to 
serve  three  years  for  burglary-  This 
is  the  first  escape  from  the  prison  for  a 
long  time.

A  spirit  of  Imitherly  love  seemed  t<. 
animate  the  aldermen  at  the  meeting 
of  the  council  las»  evening:,  up  to  almost 
the  dose  of  the  session.  Then  the 
music  rhanged  to  a  wilder  measure,  and 
the  bleachers,  who  had  l»et'n  dozlnu. 
woke  up  and  prepared  to  take  in  the 
fun.  The  scrap  was  over  the  award  of 
the  $1!>.000  issue  of  refunding  bonds.  It 
was  a  lively  one,  and  the  air  was  full 
of  feathers.  The  bonds  were  linally 
awarded  to  X.  J.  Ur>hani  &  Co..  their 
bid  beinp  par  and  acciuetl  interest.  The 
tilt  wa.s  pre<ipitated  by  a  remark  madt- 
by  Treasurer  \  oss.  in  explaining  the 
history  of  the  i.^sue,  to  the  eff.Hi  that 
by  awarding  thi-  bonds  to  th*-  Tpham 
company  they  would  be  ju^suivd  a  com- 
mission of  $irim».  vvhi<  h  they  had  riprht- 
fully  earned  l>y  their  efforts  in  neftoti' 
atins  the  iri.fiO.ooit  issue  authoiized  dur- 
ing the  summer.  <!.  A.  lOldcr.  of  ilie 
Municipal  ln\fstment  company.  ol>. 
jected  to  a  i-oncealed  commission,  in- 
sIstijiK  that  the  bids  sliould  bt>  consid- 
ered on  their  merits,  and  tlic  fun  wa:; 
on.  lastins;:  nearly  an  hour. 

Of  more  importam-e  to  Duluth  prop- 
erty owners  was  a  measure  that  went 
through  unheralded  by  oratory  and  un- 
attentled  with  strife.  It  was  a  resolu- 
tion by  Ablerman  Olafson  instructing 
the  city  attorney  to  draw  a  bill  to  be 
presented  to  the  legrislature  providing 
for  the  division  and  extension  of  street 
improvement  assessments,  and  also  ffir 
the  certltication  of  street  and  other  as- 
se.ssments  to  the  county  auditor  for  col- 
lection. The  iilan  of  division  and  e.x- 
tension  <if  assessments  is  calculated  to 
afford  relief  similar  t<»  that  extended  by 
the  proposed  bill  relative  to  the  pay- 
ment of  delinquent    taxes. 

Alderman  Sang  had  prepared  a  littl«> 
plan  to  keep  tiie  members  of  the  lioai'd 
of  public  works  busy,  and  he  introduced 
a  resolution,  which  was  passed,  to  put 
it  in  operation.  The  resolution  directs 
the  preparation  of  a  detailed  statement 
of  the  amount  of  money  expended  ()n 
the  new  waterworks  system  by  the 
board  up  to  Jan.  1,  IS'J".  There  is  called 
for  an  itemized  statement  of  the  work 
done,   including  contract  work.

X.  J.  Cpham  explained  that  the  Issue 
of  the  refunding  Ixiuds  had  been  de- 
vised by  himself  in  order  to  make  it 
imssible  to  pla<'e  the  $100,000  of  general 
fund  bonds  issued  in  the  spring.  He 
had  come  to  the  rescue  on  the  Issue  of 
S!:;r)0,00o,  of  which  the  $100,000  issue  re- 
ferred to  was  a  part,  when  the  citv 
was  at  a  loss  where  to  turn,  he  said.

He  had  arranged  to  clear  away  the

funding bonds  s)  that  he  might  clean 
up  the  matter  and  get  his  compensa- 
tion for  the  money  and  time  exiK-ndcd 
in  the  negotiations.  He  insisted  that, 
equitably,  he  should  be  given  the  $119.- 
000   issue. 

Mr.  Upham  was  supported  by  Citv 
Treasurer  Voss,  who  was  railed  on  to 
state  his  views  of  the  case.  In  answer 
to  an  inquiry  from  Alderman  Crandall,  j 
who  maintained  that  he  could  see  no 
rea.son  for  awarding  the  bonds  to  the  I 
Upham.'i.   Mr.   Voss  rather  warmly  re- 1 


marked  that  no  one  ought  to  be  able  to 
see  the  reason  belter  than  Mi.  Cran- 
dall. for  it  was  thi-  hitlers  fault  that 
matters  had  been  i«ut  in  su<h  a  tangl.' 
that  it  became  necessary  to  givi-  the 
bonds  to  the  rphams  at  the  «M|uivaleni 
of  .■>  insteail    if  4'o  per  <ent. 

Mr.  I'phani  also  Informed  the  coun- 
cil that  he  ha<l  the  advice  of  his  attor- 
neys to  the  effect  that  he  had  a  valid 
claim  for  the  amount  of  profit  he  would 
have  earned  under  the  contrac  t  for  the 
$;:."iU.(MM)  issue,  and  intimated  that  if 
the  matter  were  taken  out  of  his  hands 
at  this  stagi-  he  would  assert  his  rights. 
He  I  lid  the  council  plainly  that  with 
the  Thorndike  opinion  against  theiii 
the  bonds  could  not  be  sold  unsup- 
ported by  the  opinion  of  Dillon  He  Hub- 
bard, and  that,  as  the  latter  firm  hail 
been  retaine<l  by  him.  It  would  not  lie 
possible  for  the  «-iiy  to  get  an  ipinioii 
from  them.

THE  VIRGINIA  INJUNCTION. 

The  Virginia  People  Only  Want 
Fair  Treatment. 

To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

Please  allow  me  space  to  try  and  ex- 
jilain  why  the  peofde  of  Virginia  arc 
jealous,  according  to  the  statement  of 
the  morning  paper.  There  are  a  great 
ileal  of  garbled  statements  published 
with  regard  to  the  injuncti  n  granted 
by  Judge  Moe:\  When  ihi'  <|iie.stioii 
came  up  of  bonding  the  cttunty,  thi 
people  of  this  city  held  several  mass 
meetings  to  take  the  matter  under  con- 
sideration and  app<'inted  committees 
to  thoroughly  investigate.  The  roa<l 
was  t  >  run  from  Virginia  in  a  northerly 
direction  to  the  present  Tower  and 
Itasca  road,  sulking  it  in  township  Co. 
between  ranges  16  and  1"  west,  and 
seeing  that  the  road  would  be  of  bene- 
fit to  the  Mesaba  range  as  well  as 
themselves,  they  went  to  work,  ami 
had  it  not  been  for  the  work  done  by 
the  people  >f  th<>  Mesaba  range.  th«- 
(luiity  would  have  never  been  bonded. 
Duluth  voted  S31  for  and  1309  against. 
Tower  and  Soudan  :)4t»  for  and  sti 
sigainst.  Ely  2"  votes  for  and  I'.i  against. 
The  Vermilicm  range  voted  283  major- 
ity in  fav^r  of  the  bonds;  Virginia  city 
.">d9  majority  for  the  bonds  and  the 
town  of  Missabe  Mountain  941  major- 
ity for  the  bonds,  and  other  range  towns 
in  propcirtion,  so  the  county  cjmmis- 
sionei-s  are  under  some  obligations  to 
the    Mesaba   anyway. 

The  county  board  thought  Capl. 
Morcom  was  looking  after  the  interest 
of  all  of  his  district,  but  it  seems  the 
cnly  part  of  his  district  is  the  Ver- 
ndlion.  There  are  scor»>s  of  people  up 
here  who  would  like  to  get  acijuulnted 
witli  him.  He  has  been  up  on  the  Mes- 
aba three  or  f  lur  times  in  two  years. 
We  have  been  tnreatened  by  promin- 
ent men  from  Towei  that  if  the  road 
don't  come  the  way  they  want  it.  then 
It  won't  come  at  all.  We  are  n«)t  jealou-s. 
We  are  only  looking  for  our  rights. 
We  Vi>ted  for  it,  and  we  would  rather 
have  no  road  at  all  than  have  a  road 
where  they  would  be  obliged  to  have  e. 
stationary  engine  to  pull  the  teams  to 
the  top  of  the  hill.  If  the  present  county 
commissioners  are  wise  they  will  send 
one  of  their  number,  or  some  intelli- 
gent, non-interested  man  who  w  ill  state 
the  truth  without  contradiction.  Then 
let   their  decision   be  what   it   will.

A  PRY  ROAD. 

Wfiat  the  People  Beyond   Hib- 
bing  Desire. 

Several  settlers  from  the  vicinity  of 
Hibhing,  who  are  in  the  city  in  attend- 
ance on  the  present  term  of  court,  are 
MUite  strong  in  their  statements  regard- 
ing the  urgent  need  of  the  county  road 
(known  as  the  Rainy  Lake  road),  north 
of  Hibhing. 

The  principal  thing  desired  is  a  "dry" 
summer  road  from  a  point  about  nine 
miles  north  of  Hibhing  to  a  point  which 
strikes  the  county  line  between  Itasca 
and  St.  Louis  counties,  and  the  proper 
time  to  build  it  is  the  present.  There 
are  a  number  of  homesteaders  along 
the  propo.sed  road  who  in  summer  are 
nearly  shut  off  from  reaching  Hibhing 
or  Duluth,  and  are  forced  to  do  theit 
trading  in   another  county. 

Explorer  Devine,  who  is  well 
acquainted  with  the  sections  througii 
which  the  road  is  proje<ted,  said  today: 
"It  is  certainly  urgently  needed,  aiid 
should  be  built  at  once  or  else  a  route 
of  travel  will  be  established  outside  o,' 
St.  Louis  county  and  to  its  detriment. 
You  cannot  expect  much  support  from 
Itasca  county,  because  Grand  Rapid?, 
will  probably  try  to  control  the  trade  of 
that  regi«)n.  which  it  could  not  do  if  th<- 
road  should  be  constructed."

of  the  company  will  have  to  pay  about 
$77,000.  oi  a  leceiver  will  have  to  be  ap- 
jiointed. 

VICTORY  FDit  THE  H.ARTMANS.

St.  Paul,  Jan.  12.— (Special  to  The 
•herald.)- The  following  is  a  literal  copy 
.»f  Judge  Lochren's  decision  in  the 
Central  Trust  company  of  New  York  vs. 
the  Duluth  (Jas  and  Water  comiiany: 

"I   do   not    think    there   is  any   doiibt. 
especially  in  view  of  the  Winona  case. 
that  this  action  can  be  prc)perly  main- 
tained to  foreclose  the  mortgage  before 
he  expiration  of  the  ninety  davs,  and 
hat  although  the  general  rule  is  to  gi\c 
notice  of  an  application  for  a  receiver, 
yet  there  may  be  a  case  of  emergencv 
where  a  court  will  act  ex  parte  under  a 
showing    of    sufficient    reason    without 
Huch  notice.    .Now,  in  this  case,  as  pn-- 
sented  w  hen  a  receiver  was  asked  for. 
there     was    a    charge    of     misnmnage- 
ment  on  the  nart  of  the  'u-esent  man- 
agers of  the  corporation,  having  for  its 
objec-t  the  wrecking  of  the  corporation 
in  the  interest  of  the  electric  light  com- 
r>any,   another  competing     corporation. 
It  does  not  seem   to  me  that  charge  is 
borne   out    by    the   evidence.      1    do    not 
think  that  result  would  nec-essarily  fol- 
low  from  combining  the  two  corpora- 
tions,  which  are  naturally  competitors 
of  each  other,  under  the  same  manage- 
ment.   The  result  of  that  might  benefit 
both  corporations  as  far  as  their  finan- 
cial interests  were  concerned,  however 
it   might    otherwise   affect    the   general 
public  who  are  served  by  both  corpora- 
tions.     It    might    strengthen    the    mon- 
opoly if  there  v\as  no  longer  anv  com- 
petition between  them.    From  the  show 
ing  that  is  made  I  do  not  think  there 
is  any  evidence  of  mismanagement  on 
the     part  of  the  defendant  company  in 
the  interest  of  the  electric  company. 

"It  does  appear,   from   letters  which 
have    been    introduced    in    evidence    by 
Mr.  Coffin,  Mr.  (5ay  and  Mr.  Hartman. 
tliat  arrangements  were  being  consid- 
ered by  these  parties  for  a  sale  of  this 
water  and  gas  plant  to  the  city  of  Du- 
luth up  to  the  time  when  the  last   in- 
stallment of  Interest  became  due,  upon 
a   basis   which   had    been   agreed   upon, 
substantially,  between  the  parties.  Mr. 
Coffin  and  Mr.  Gay  claimed  to  represent 
the  bondholders  and  to  act  in  their  in- 
terest,   although    when    called    upon    to 
waive  the  default  for  the  payment  of  in- 
terest on  the  bonds  they  declined  to  do 
so.  and  claimed  that  they  had  not  auth- 
ority   to    do    that    particular  -Oct,    and 
therefore  declined  to  waive  the  default, 
leavin-g  the  matter  for  the  bondholders

— The  senate 
committee  on  foreign  relation.s  today 
had  under  consideration  the  general 
arbitration  treaty  recently  negotiated 
between  the  government  of  this  coun- 
try and  that  of  t"trcat  Britain,  but  did 
not  reach  any  conclusion  as  to  the 
proper  disposition  to  be  made  of  It.  in- 
deed, the  comiTiittee  found  the  subject 
involved  in  the  treaty  one  of  such  vast 
proportions  as  to  render  any  speedy 
disposition  of  it  quite  out  of  the  rjues- 
tion  and  it  was  announced  at  the  con- 
clusion of  the  meeting  that  the  treaty 
piobably  would  remain  in  committee 
for  some  time,  owing  to  the  indisposi- 
tion of  the  members  to  pass  hastily 
upon  it  and  the  necessity  they  feel 
themselves  under  of  making  careful 
inquiry    into    all    of    its    details. 

The  meeting  served  to  develop  the

No  effort  was  made  at  today's  meeting 
to  suggest  amendments,  nor,  indeed, 
was  there  any  positive  indication  that 
any  would  be  suggested.  The  only 
question  dnscussed  was  the  general 
.sc-x :pe  of  the  treaty,  the  effort  being  to 
determirie  Its  exact  provisions.  This 
.question  was  undetermined  in  the 
minds  of  the  members  when  the  com- 
mittee adjourned.  The  committee  de- 
cided to  recommend  to  the  senate  to 
make  the  treaty  public,  but  did  not 
take  up  the  question  of  having  it  con- 
sidered in  open  session.

Washington,  Jan.  13.— The  senate 
galleries  were  cleared  and  the  doors 
closed  immediately  after  the  ^session 
opened  today,  on  the  adoption  of  Mr. 
Shermafi's  motion  that  the  senate  go 
into  executive  session.  Immediately 
after  going  into  executive  session  today 
the  senate  took  up  the  motion  of  Sena- 
tor Sherman,  at  the  request  of  Secre- 
tary Olney,  to  c-onsider  the  vote  by 
which  the  extradition  treaties  betweeti 
this  country  and  Argentina  and  the 
Orange  Free  State  were  amended.

The  demand  foi-  American  hardwoods  ir 
EurojH-  is  growing,  ami  oak  leads  the  for- 
eign shli)ments.  although  tulip,  poplar, 
ash.  gum  and  black  walnut,  whenever  a 
good  ciuallty  can  be  secured,  are  In  some 
demand,  says  fJardeti  and  Forest.  Euro- 
pean consumers  like  the  quallt.v  of  Amer- 
ican oak.  and.  since  it  Is  known  to  be 
tdentiful  here,  it  will  probably  be  In  Itv 
creasing  demand.  Cottonwood  has  been 
shipped  to  Germany  in  considerable  i|uan 
titles,  where  cheap  wood  Is  requlre«l  f(rt 
furniture  and  other  uses.  Much  of  this 
lumber  is  forwarded  from  New  (Orleans 
and  since  a  great  part  of  the  oak,  ash 
poplar.  Cottonwood  and  other  timbers  de- 
manded by  the  fiireign  market  Is  iti  th« 
Southern  states,  it  is  not  improbable  that 
lumber  for  foreign  markets  will  be  largely 
shipped  in  future  from  the  Gulf  ports 
In  speaking  of  this  matter  the  Northwest- 
ern Ijitmberman  says  that  the  Europeat, 
market  reijuires  lumber  cut  of  exact 
thickness.  and  of  accurate  length 
trimmed  so  as  to  have  the  huts  .square 
and  true.  Space  for  piling  in  the  yard.s 
of  the  old  world  Is  an  object,  so  thai 
random,  uneven  lengths  are  objectionable 
and,  since  the  foreign  buyer  Insists  that 
he  shall  have  just  whiit  he  bargains  for. 
quality   should   be   strictly   attended    to.

Several  Bodies   Confer  With 
Secretary  Francis. 

Washlnglon,  Jan.  1.1.— Th(e  Dawes 
commission,  the  Choctaw  delegates  and 
Secretary  Francis  held  another  con- 
ference today.  Many  objections  and 
protests  against  ihe  Choctaw  agree- 
ment have  been  received  and  were  con- 
sidered today.  Some  of  these  wei-;i 
brought  before  the  Dawes  com- 
mission before  its  ne'gotlatlons  with 
the  Choctaws  were  closed.  The  oii- 
Jectoi-s  Include  the  Choctaw  Coal  Rail- 
way company,  which  has  valuable 
leases  that  will  be  largely  cancelled  by 
ratification  of  the  document;  Missouri. 
Kansas  &  Texas  railway,  which  would 
al.so  be  a  heavy  loser,  and  other  coal 
land  lessees  and  townslters. 

•Anoiher  matter  brought  before  the 
meeting  was  an  iippeal  of  the  Chicka- 
saw Freedmen  for  pri>tection  of  their 
rights  in  the  Dawes  (ummission  nego- 
tiations with  the  Chickiisavvs.  who 
have  not  yet  rea<'hed  an  agreement. 
Their  counsel.  ex-.Assistant  Indian 
Commissioner  R.  V.  Belt,  in  papers  he 
has  submitt»'d  to  the  department,  stati  f 
that  while  the  Choct.iws  take  care  of 
their  freedmen  by  giving  them  4<»  acres 
of  land  each,  the  Chickasaws  have  re- 
fused to  do  likewise,  and  though  the 
Choj'taws  have  tnade  extensive  im- 
provements on  the  lands  they  tucupy. 
the  Chickasaws  ignore  them.

Mr.  Lardner,  as  assignee,  will  claim 
that  the  rink  belongs  to  the  insolvent 
estate,  and  he  will  undoubtedly  instb 
tute  legal  proceedings  to  get  control  of 
it  in  the  Interest  of  the  general  credi- 
tors.

"THE  PRISONER  OF  ZENDA." 
It  was  decidedly  refreshing  to  see  the 
Lyceum  theater  packed  to  the  doors 
last  night,  for  it  is  a  sight  not  often 
witnessed  of  late.  Hefore  noon  yester* 
day  every  seat  in  the  house  was  sold, 
and  a  number  of  women  sat  in  the  up- 
per gallery  last  evening.  It  was  a  dif- 
ferent gallerjN  crowd  from  the  usual 
run.  The  "gods"  ,and  their  cat  calls 
were  missing.  It  was  the  fame  of 
Hope's  novel,  "The  Prisoner  of  Zenda," 
as  well  as  of  the  dramatic  production 
of  Edward  E.  Rose,  that  drew  this  audi- 
ence, and  it  is  doubtful  if  a  single  per- 
son left  the  theater  unsatisfied. 

The  book  is  one  of  the  most  widely 
read  in  the  latter  day  fiction,  and  to 
every  reader  who  has  given  the  matter 
a  thought  it  has  undoubtedly  seemed 
almost  impossible  to  give  a  dramatiza- 


tion  of  it  wlilrli  would  do  justice  to  th^> 
story.  There  is  so  mu<'h  action,  sr. 
many  stirring  scenes,  that  it  woulit 
seem  must  be  given  or  the  story  In- 
marred,  and  such  varitHy  of  scene  siiuJ 
L'vent.  To  c-oniinc  this  within  the  four 
acts  of  a  play  reiiuired  genius,  and  that

The  love  of 
Rudolf  ?uul  Flavia  is  lirought  out  more 
strongly  than  in  the  rank,  and  domi- 
nates the  play.  A  prologue  Is  given  al 
the  opening,  and  this  conveys  the  ex- 
planatory portion  at  the  beginning  of 
the  ijook  concerning  the  eighteenth  cen- 
tury amour  of  members  of  the  Itassen- 
dyll  and  Elphberg  families.  The  first 
act  is  laid  in  the  forest  of  Zenda.  and 
sets  forth  the  meeting  of  the  English- 
man Rassendyll  and  the  Red  Elphi)urg.

In  which  the  king 
is  drugged,  and  Rassendyll,  who  Is  his 
double  In  personal  appearance,  is  in- 
duced -to  go  to  the  coronation  In  his 
place.  Is  presented.  The  second  act  Is 
the  coronation  scene,  with  the  meeting 
of  the  imposter  king  and  Flavia  and  the 
discomfiture  of  Black  Michael.  In  tht 
third  act,  laid  at  the  castle  of  Tarle- 
heim.  Rassendyll  makes  known  to 
Flavia  his  true  Identity,  and  starts,  to 
his  rescue  of  the  king.  The  fourth  act 
is  laid  in  Zenda  castle  in  the  prison  of 
the  king,  and  here  Is  l)rought  ai)out  the 
rescue  of  the  king  and  the  parting  be- 
tween Rassendyll  and  Flavia.  While 
the  play  is  of  the  romantic  kind,  there 
is  a  strong  element  of  tragedy  and  also 
of  comedy.  In  the  coronation  scene, 
and  again  in  the  third  act.  when  the 
F^ngllsh  artist  enters  In  search  of  his 
friend  Rassendyll.  the  comedy  element 
is  really  uppernK^st.  The  ending  of  the 
play  is  ineffably  sad  and  touching,  and 
to  many  It  is  disappointing,  but  It  !.■» 
the  only  consistent  ending,  and  it  gives 
mu(  h  of  beauty  and  pathos  to  the  play. 

The  company  Is  all  that  could  l)e 
asked.  Howard  Gould  Is  entirely  ade- 
quate  to  the  dual  role.  In  every  phase 
of  It  he  was  excellent,  In  fact.  It  would 
be  exceedingly  difficult  to  point  any 
flaws.  The  sudden  change  from  the 
drimken  king  to  the  careless  Ras.sen- 
dyll  was  so  startling  as  to  be  almost 
beyond  belief.  Miss  Isabel  Irvlng's 
Flavia  has  met  with  great  success 
everywhere.  There  Is  a  sweet  sim- 
plicity and  repression  that  make  it  at- 
tractive, and  In  the  trying  scene  of 
parting,  so  easy  to  overdo,  she  rose  to 
the  full  measure  and  gave  to  It  a  mag- 
nlfticent  nobility.  No  less  deserving  of 
praise  is  the  Antoinette  of  Miss  Maude 
Odell.  It  was  an  exceedingly  clever 
piece  of  work,  and  she  played  the  part 
with  a  thorough  understanding  of  its 
demands. 

William  F.  Owen  as  Col.  Sapt  has  a 
part  very  much  on  the  Bismarck  style, 
and  plays  It  admirably.  Walter  S.  Hale, 
as  Rupert  in  the  play,  and  Gilbert  In 
the  prologue,  was  excellent.  The  fenc. 
Ing  of  Messrs.  Gould  and  Hale  was  very 
clever  and  exciting.  Arthur  Elliott  as 
Black  Michael  was  fine.  In  the  pro- 
logue Miss  Grace  Reals  appeared  aa 
Amelia  Countess  of  Rassendyll.  and  In 
the  limited  opportunity  given  proved 
herself  to  be  a  very  capable  actress.  She 


has  a  sweet  personality  and  a  flexible 
and  pleasing  voice. 

The  play  was  magnificently  staged, 
the  mounting  of  every  scene  being  su- 
perb. The  stage  furniture  and  the  cos- 
tuming were  complete  and  perfect  in 
every  detail.  The  company  also  has  a 
fine  quartet,  which  sings  behind  the 
scenes  in  parts  of  the  drama.

Indianapolis.  Intl..  Jan.  13.— The  nii- 
tional  monetary  t-onvention  assemJiIod 
for  a  sfssion  al»out  10  u'l-lock.  Many  oi" 
the  <lelt'j?aifs  wt-re  atteniUng  roinniil- 
tee  nieetinRs,  and  thi»  fact,  with  the 
RentTal  dolUtoration  which  has  chai- 
ai-tfrizt'd  the  l»ody,  was  the  cause  of  tlie 
late  meeting  hour. 

New  tickets  hail  l)een  i)rovided  for  aii 
the  delegates,  and  arrang;ing  of  the 
•eats  had  been  made  by  which  each 
state  delegation  was  seated  together. 
After  Chairman  C  Stuart  Pattt-rson 
had  calleil  the  convention .  to  order, 
plans  for  the  improvement  of  the  tinaJi- 
cial  system  were  read.

BATTLESHIP  OREGON. 


Said  to  Be  Going  on  a  Sea 
Voyage. 

San  Francisco,  Jan.  13.— The  big 
battleship  Oregon,  which  will  weigh 
anchor  at  2  o'clock  this  afternoon  and 
move  to  Sausali  preparatory  to  going 
to  sea  on  Thursday,  it  is  said,  on  a 
voyage  to  Acapulco.  There  have  been 
rumors  that  th«  Oregon  will  not  go  to 
sea  for  several  days,  but  owing  t>  the 
secrecy  which  has  Ijeen  maintained  her 
destination  lould  not  be  learned.  At 
any  rate  the  big  battleship  has  taken 
aboard  an  enormous  amount  of  stores 
during  the  past  few  days  and  has 
enough  coal  in  her  bunkers  to  carry 
her  on  a  long  voyage. 

The  only  thing  that  seems  to  be 
against  her  going  on  such  a  lengthy 
( ruise  is  that  she  had  been  lying  at 
anchor  off  the  I'nion  Iron  works  for 
months,  and,  being  a  new  ship,  her 
lottom  must  be  very  foul.  In  fact,  it 
has  been  reported  that  men  have  re- 
cently been  at  work  scraping  her  sld^s 
1 1  the  water's  edge  in  order  to  conceal 
her  filthy  condition. 

SE.\TTLF:   DANK   FAILS. 

Seattle,  Wash..  Jan.  13.— The  Seattle 
Savings  l>ank  has  closed  its  doors  owing 
to  heavy  withdrawals  of  county  funds 
by  newly  installed  ofhcers  Monday 
Judge  Monroe,  on  petition,  appointed 
H.  O.  Shuey  receiver.  The  statement  is 
made  by  liank  oflicials  that  the  affairs 
of  the  institution  are  in  good  shape,  but 
not  prepared  for  a  run.  The  liabilities 
are  $70,00o,  and  the  assets  $104,000.  The 
accounts  among  the  latter  regarded  as 
first  class  are  between  $80,000  and  $90,- 
000.  The  institution  will  liquidate  Its 
obligations  dollar  for  dollar. 

At  the  time  the  bank  closed  $.'i200,  de- 
posited by  ex-County  Treaslrer  Maple, 
had  not  been  transferred  to  his  succes. 
sor.  The  sum  is  secured,  as  Maple  re. 
Muired  a  security  bond  of  $75,000  of  each 
bank  that  he  did  business  with.  No  at- 
tempt w  ill  be  made  to  resume  business. 
Bankers  generally  concur  that  the 
Seattle  Savings  bank  was  conservative 
in  its  investments.  It  was  organizeil 
in  1890  with  $50,000  capital.

FOREST  PRESERVATION. 

Interesting  Remarks  By  Chief 
Fire  Warden  Andrews. 

SI.  Paul.  Jan.  14.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.) — The  annual  meeting  of  the 
Minnesota  Forestry  association  began 
here  this  morning.  O^-n.  C.  C.  Andrews, 
chief  lire  warden,  made  a  speech,  say- 
ing: 

"The  problem  which  Minnesota  has 
immediately  in  hand  for  forest  preser- 
vation is  the  prevention  of  forest  tires. 
There  has  been  In  operation  in  this 
stale  the  last  two  years  a  law  which 
has  received  favorable  notice  in  various 
luarters,  but  which  probably  can  be 
improved  in  a  few  particulars.  It 
makes  town  supervisors  fire  wardens  to 
prevent  and  extinguish  tires  in  their 
towns,  and  males  18  years  old  and  up- 
wards are  required  to  help  when  called 
on.  In  unorganized  townships,  which 
are  those  very  thinly  settled  or  wholly 
unsettled,  the  chief  fire  warden  may 
appoint  lire  wardens.  From  lack  of 
residents  there  is  much  teriltory  not 
yet  provided  with  lire  wardens  and 
which  is  exposed  because  frequented 
t)y  hunters,  timber  ( ruisers.  hand  seek- 
eis,  mineral  prospectors,  tourists  and 
others.  In  ordinary  seasons  a  fire  war- 
den cannot  be  paid  for  more  than  fifteen 
days'  service,  and  It  is  very  exceptional 
that  a  tire  warden  is  paid  for  even  that 
number  of  days  in  a  year. 

".Mthough  there  has  been  no  such 
dangerous  season  as  that  of  1S94.  still 
there  was  very  dry  weather  lasting  for 
several  weeks  in  forest  regions  l>oth  in 
lN!<r.  and  1896.  and  many  forest  fires  oc- 
lurred,  but  the  most  of  them  were  ex- 
tinguished or  controlled  by  fire  war- 
dens. From  now  on  the  number  of  new 
settlers  going  Into  our  forest  regions  to 
open  farms  is  likely  to  increase.  The 
danger  of  fires  will  increase;  and  as  fire 
warden  service  becomes  extended  over 
additional  territory  not  heretofore 
heard  from,  the  number  of  fires  reported 
is  liable  for  some  ye:irs  to  increase.  The 
important  thing,  however,  will  be  to 
prevent  any  of  them  becoming  very  ser- 
ious. In  cHir  civil  war  even  corps  com- 
manders were  sometimes  slow  In  obey- 
ing ordei-s;  and  it  will  not  be  strange 
if  among  1000  fire  wardens,  working  for 
little  or  nothln-g,  a  few  will  be  found 
who  are  dilatory. 

•It  would  be  easy  to  prevent  forest 
fires  In  Germany,  because  in  that  coun- 
try everyone  has  been  taught  in  the 
public  schools  the  principles  of  forestry 
and  undei-stands  the  value  of  forests.

Hcjston,  Jan.  14.— A  petition  which 
has  been  presented  to  the  legislature 
and  referred,  has  .1  deeper  significance 
than  is  indicated  by  its  title.  It  is  a  pe- 
tition presented  by  Representative 
Hayes,  of  Lowell,  and  signed  l>y 
Augustine  Thompson,  general  manager 
of  a  well  known  patent  nerve  food 
manufacturing  company.  <»f  Lowell.  1 
for  a  hearing  by  the  house  of  repre- ! 
sentatives,  with  an  opportunity  to 
prove  charges  involving  alleged  "in- 
jurious, oppressive  and  Illegal  acts  and 
customs"  in  vogue  in  the  courts  of  the 
commonwealth  for  the  Illegal  enrich- 
ment of  the  otficers  of  the  court. 

In  an  addrc  ss  accompanying  the  pe- 
tition. Mr.  Thcmipson  states  that  cer- 
tain Boston  lawyers  were  engaged  to 
.act  as  counsel  for  the  company  which 
he  represents,  and  that  the  charges  of 
the  lawyers  v.c»re  so  heavy  that  the 
comjiany  refused  to  pay  them.  Suit 
was  entered  for  recovery  of  the  fees 
and  after  considerable  litigation,  a 
judgment  was  awarded  the  plaintiffs. 
Mr.  Thomp.son  states  that  the  case  was 
carried  to  the  supreme  court,  it  being 
claimed  that  such  fees  barred  the  com- 
mon peoi)le  from  approaching  the 
courts  for  the  redress  of  their  wrongs, 
and  denied  the  poor  equality  before 
the  law.  ancl  that  the  department  of 
justice  in  sustaining  such  extortion 
was    \iolatinir    constitutional    law. 

Mr.  Thompson  alleges  that  his  ex- 
ceptions were  overruled.  Therefore  the 
justices  of  the  supreme  court  are 
charged  by  the  petitioner  "with  aid- 
ing and  abetting  extortions;  aiding  and 
abetting  in  barring  people  from  ap- 
proaching   the    court    to    redress    th^ir

"Forest  preser\'ation  will  best  be  pro- 
moted and  forest  fires  best  be  prevented 
by  diffusing  a  knowledge  of  forestry 
and  creating  intelligent  interest  In  th.- 
subject.  To  this  end  I  would  recom- 
mend that  public  schools  devote  half 
an  hour  every  two  weeks  to  instruction 
in  forestry.  Also,  that  the  state  expend 
a  reasonable  amount  annually  in  fur- 
nishing tree  seedlln-ga  gratuitously  to 
those  who  will  suitably  plant  and  main- 
tain them."

CRAMP'S  CORNSTALKS. 

Big  Shipbuilder  Starts  In  His 
New  Industry. 

Chicago,  Jan.  14.— Edwin  S.  Cramp,  of 
Ihe  Philadelphia  shipbuilding  firm, 
made  plans  public  here  today  for  the 
opening  of  a  factory  at  Rockford,  111., 
about  Feb.  1.  for  the  manufacture  of 
ship  padding  and  cattle  fodder  from 
corn  stalks,  a  patent  for  which  was  re- 
cently granted  him. 

Before  the  harvesting  of  the  next  crop 
it  is  expected  that  several  other  fac- 
tcu'ies  will  be  erected  In  the  corn  belt, 
and  material,  which  has  been  hereto- 
fore practically  worthless  will  become 
a  source  of  revenue  to  the  fanners. 

Mr.  Cramp  stated  that  he  had  just 
completed  contracts  to  feed  cattle  with 
the  substance  prepared  from  the  pith. 
A  goodly  portion  of  the  cornstalk  crop 
(rt  1897  will  be  used  by  us,"  said  Mr. 
Cramp.  '•We  intend  to  invest  a  large 
amount  of  capital  in  making  use  of  the 
Inventions,  and  build  factories  from 
year  to  year  in  favorable  locations 
throughout  the  West,  so  that  there  will 
be  no  charge  for  transportation  to  most 
of  those  who  sell  us  their  product." 

Mr.  Cramp  said  that  the  price  to  be 
paid  for  the  stalks  would  be  $2  a  ton. 


DULUTH  TO  THE  SEA. 

A  Forecast  of  the  Waterway 
Commission's  Report. 

Washington,  Jan.  14.— (Special  to  The 

Herald.)— It  will  still  be  some  day:» 
before  the  report  of  the  international 
deep  waterways  commission  is  placed 
before  congress.  It  is  an  exceedingly 
bulky  thing  for  the  president  to  ex- 
amine, being  embellished  by  drawin<s<5 
and  maps  and  other  indications  that 
the  distinguished  gentlemen  who  got  it 
up  meant  to  be  a  credit  to*  the  admiij- 
istratlon  for  their  selection. 

The  report  shows  a  close  investigation 
of  all  the  routes  between  t)ie  great  lakes 
and  the  sea.  and  decides  that  the  pro- 
ject of  constructing  a  waterway  acces- 
sible  to  ocean  going  ships  is  perfectly  I 
feasible.  Of  the  three  principal  routes, 
that  by  way  of  the  Erie  canal  gets  the 
least  serious  consideration,  the  expense 
of  enlarging  the  canal  sufficiently  being 
too  enormous  to  warrant  the  commis- 
sion in  bringing  the  project  forward. 

The  route  by  the  St.  Lawrence  river 
and  gulf  will  be  least  expensive,  and 
that  route,  it  may  be  taken  for  granted, 
.suits  the  Canadian  end  of  the  commis- 
sion best,  owing  to  the  great  amount 
of  mileage  entirely  within  Canadian  ter- 
ritory. The  route  which  strikes  Ameri- 
cans best,  however,  is  that  by  way  of 
Lake  Champlaln,  which  gives  less  than 
100  miles  wholly  In  Canadian  territory, 
and  which  will  make  the  most  equita-ble 
division  of  the  natural  advantages  for 
the  purposes  of  defence. 

What  the  ultimate  selection  will  be 
depends  upon  the  course  of  congress 
and  the  amount  of-  money  it  will  ap- 
propriate, as  no  difficulty  is  apprehend- 
ed in  perfecting  a  treaty  for  the  con- 
struction and  mutual  enjoyment  for 
commercial  purposes  of  either  route.

Jlc  argued  that  It  wc)uid 
take  aw;iy  frcjm  congress  the  right  to 
i-egulate  cominc-rce  l)etWiTn  the  slates 
c'tingress  had  iibrogated  its  power  in  iIm- 
c-ase  of  whisky.  This  was.  perhaps,  de- 
fensible, hut  the  moment  c-cingress  dele- 
gated this  power  in  the  ease_  of  an- 
other product  interstate  commerce  would 
be  demoralized.

Manufacturers  Want  to  Curtail 
the  Production. 

Boston,  Jan.  14.— The  movement  be. 
gun  some  time  ago  to  curtail  production 
in  cotton  manufacturing  in  New  Eng- 
land has  become  active,  and  steps  are 
l>eing  taken  to  sound  the  principal  man- 
ufacturers on  the  riuestion.  The  pro. 
moters  of  the  plan  represent  several 
mills  in  Fall  River,  and  M.  C.  D.  Bor- 
den, of  New  York,  the  largest  owner  of 
mills  in  that  city,  has  already  been  con- 
sulted. It  is  understood  that  Mr.  Hor- 
den  favors  a  reduction  in  running  time 
to  about  42  hours  a  week,  providing  the 
action  is  general. 

The  principal  objection  to  the  move- 
ment comes  from  business  men  anc^ 
some  manufacturers,  who  say  a  40-hour 
a  week  schedule  would  not  be  of  a  suf- 
ficient help  to  the  general  market  to 
warrant  Its  adoption.  In  view  of  these 
conditicjns,  it  is  believed  no  general 
agreement  for  a  40-hour  schedule  will 
l»e  Higned  in  Fail  River  until  Its  New 
England  manufacturing  centers  are 
heard  from.  A  committee  has  been 
appointed  in  that  city  to  visit  Rhode 
Island,  Lowell  and  Manchester  mills  to 
obtain  their  views.  It  is  understood 
that  several  large  corporations  In  these 
places  favor  the  reduction.

PACIFIC  RAILROADS. 

Senator  Morgan   Wants    tfie 
Ownership  Defined. 

Washington.  Jan.  14.— A  senate  bill 
was  passed  for  an  examination  of  the 
improvements  at  Aras  Pass,  Texas.  Mr. 
Chandler  secured  the  adoption  of  a 
resolution  directing  the  committee  on 
Interstate  commerce  to  extend  Its  In- 
ciuiries  as  to  alleged  combinations, 
heretofore  ordered,  to  an  inquiry  as 
to  a  repttrted  recent  agreement  of  the 
managers  of  vessels  on  the  great  lakes 
to  maintain  rates  established  by  the 
Joint  Traffic  a8.soclatifm.  A  senate  bill 
for  a  hrldgc>  across  the  Columbia  river 
in  Washington  state  was  passed  >>n 
the  request   of  Mr.    Wilson. 

Mr.  Morgan  introduced  the  following 
resolution: 

"Whereas,  it  is  alleged  that  certain 
lx;nds  issued  by  the  United  States  in 
aid  of  the  Central  Pacific  railroad  and 
als  othe  Union  Pacini-  railroad  have 
fallen  duo  and  remain  unpaid,  and  that 
by  reason  of  the  default  the  property 
held  and  owned  by  said  companies  at 
that  time  became  the  property  of  the 
United  States,  and  said  property  of 
every  description,  so  held  and  owned 
by  said  companies  at  the  time  of  such 
default,  now  rightfully  belongs  to  the 
United  States. 

"Resolved,  that  the  committee  on  ju- 
diciary is  directed  tc.  examine  into  aiul 
report  whether  such  allegation  is  true 
in  fact,  and  in  law,  and  that  they  re- 
port the  nature  and  character  of  the 
right  and  title  of  the  United  States  in 
and  to  said  property  and  the  descrip- 
tion or  class  >!f  property  that  have  .-so 
inured  to  the  United  States  under  the 
law,  and  whether  either  of  said  rail- 
road companies  has  any  lawful  right 
or  equity  of  redemption  to  said  prop- 
erty." 

The  resolution  was  ordered  to  lie  on 
the  table.  Senator  Morgan  announcing 
that  he  desired  to  address  the  senate 
upon  it. 

The  bill  for  free  homesteads  on  public 
lands,  acquired  from  the  Indians,  was 
taken  up  with  a  view  to  taking  the  final 
vote  at  4  o'clock.  Mr.  Jones  supported 
the  bill,  saying  it  was  for  the  benefit 
of  the  body  of  the  people,  whereas 
most  of  the  legislation  of  congress  was 
framed  In  the  interests  of  a  few. 

Mr.  Teller  said  that  the  bill  would 
help  to  build  up  the  West,  while  the  de- 
feat of  the  measure  would  result  in  the 
humiliating  spectacle  of  the  United 
States  evicting  these  settlers  from 
their  lands. 

Mr.  Allen  speakinn  for  the  first  time 
this  session,  made  inquiries  as  to  the 
extent  of  the  lands  covered  by  the  bill. 

Mr.  Pettigrew  explained  that  it  did 
nc»t  cover  Indian  lands  not  yet  a'  - 
quired. 

"But  another  bill  will  come  in,*  in- 
posed  Mr.  Cockrel, of  Missouri,  "gi\- 
Ing  away  the  rest  of  the  land.  " 

"I  have  no  doubt  of  it."  conceded  Mr. 
Pettigrew.  The  latter  explained  that 
the  measure  was  restricted  to  agricul- 
tural lands  and  did  not  cover  the  tim- 
ber portions  of  Minnesota  and  other 
states. 

Mr.  Teller,  resuming  his  remarks, 
spoke  in  impassioned  tones  on  the  ten- 
dency to  giant  millions  to  a  favored  in- 
terest and  withhold  this  small  plttant-e 
from  the  settlers.  Congress  wasted 
more  than  the  sum  involved  annually 
or  the  army,  on  rivers  and  harbors, 
and  on  naval  expenditures,  which 
brought  VHST  prv>flts  to  the  makers  of 
armor.  And  yet,  this  bill  in  effect  giv- 
ing a  settler  1400  was  resisted  and  the 
settler  was  to  be  turned  out  as  a 
tramp.  The  great  danger  to  the  repub- 
lic, declared  Mr.  Teller,  was  In  its  not 
encouraging  the  great  farming  com- 
munity. There  were  too  many  men  in 
the  mills  and  the  factories.  The  idea  of 
our  forefathers,  that  the  people  of  the 
nation  should  not  be  crowded  into 
shops,    was    l)elng   forgotten. 

Mr.  Teller  referred  to  the  three  home- 
stead nlanks  in  the^  various  nalluiiul 
platforms,  and  criticised  tiie  course  of 
senators  in  c>pposing  this  principle  of 
platforms  which  they  professed  to  a -- 
cept.  t 

Mr.  Piatt  said  the  U^gical  result  of 
this  bill  was  that  the  United  States 
should  embark  on  the  policy  of  donat- 
ing "lands  to  the  landless  and  homes 
to  the  homeless."  not  only  throirgh  tlu^ 
beneficent  terms  of  the  homestead  laws, 
but  by  bu.ving  lands  and  then  givini; 
them  away. 

I.Ater — The  free  homes  bill  has  passed 
the  senate  by  a  vote  of  35  to  11.

TURNING    TO    DULUTH. 

The  business  nun  of  Chica^jo  are 
much  interested  at  present  in  the  move- 
ment for  the  lowering  of  the  tunnels  In 
the  Chicago  riv«T.  which  are  serious  ob- 
structions to  navigation,  because  the 
larger  vesels  now  atloat  on  the  great 
lakes  cannot  pa-^is  up  th»'  river  cui  ac- 
count  of  their  presence.  There  was  a 
meeting  the  other  day  in  support  of  the 
movement,  and  one  of  the  principal 
speakers  was  Capt.  Dunham,  a  well- 
known  Chicago  tug  man,  who  presenleil- 
the  situation  very  elearly  to  the  busi- 
ne.ss  men  assembled,  telling  them  jilain- 
ly  that  tiiiless  the  tunnels  be  removed, 
Duluth,  which  has  gratlually  taken 
away  Chicago's  mariiu'  trade,  will  cap- 
Itire  nearly  all  that  is  left.  Me  .said  in 
t>art: 

•Where  are  the  growing  cities  of  the 
middle     West     located?       Where       lake 
transportation   is  available.     Cleveland 
has  outstripped   Cincinnati.     lUiffalo  is 
the   nu>sl    thriving  city    in    the    Empire 
slate  besides  New  York.     Detroit,   Mil- 
waukee. Duluth  and  a  score  of  smaller 
places    have    made    wonderful    stritle.-; 
and  are  outstripping  their  rivals  which 
have  not  the  advantages  of  cheap  water 
transportation.        Chicago   escaped    the 
threatened     and     anticipated     collapse 
after  the   World's  fair,   and   the   recent 
election  showed  that  its  popuiati<ui  had 
ma<le  a  remarkable  gain.    There  can  be 
but  one  cause  for  this  -great  advance  in 
all  lake  cities,  and  that  cause  is  the  ad- 
vantage which  cheap  water  transporta- 
tion gives  them.     I'p  to  the  present  this 
city  has  been  on  an  equal  plane  with 
its  rivals  on  Lake  Michigan  and  Oreen 
Bay.  and  had  a  material  advantage  over 
Duluth  on  account  of  tlte  limitation  of 
draft  in  getting  from  Lake  Superior  to 
Lake  Huron.     With   this  limitation   re- 
nuned,    the   grain    trade    must    face    a 
sharper  competition  from  Lake  Superior 
ports  than  ever  before.

The  beet  sugar  industry  and  the  im- 
portance   of   its   development     in     the 
Vnited  States  is  receiving  consideral.)le 
attention  at   present  from   the  leading 
newspapers  of  the  country,  as  well  as 
from  many  business  men  who  perceive 
in  this     Industry     an     opportunity     to 
establish  a  business  of  a  very  profitable 
character.     The  fact   that   we  now   pro- 
duce such  a  small  amount  of  beet  sugar, 
when   the  natural   conditions  are   more 
favorable   here   than    anywhere   else   in 
the  world,  and  when  there  is  no  danger 
of  producing  more  of  the  raw  material 
than  can  be  ciuickly  sold    at     a     good 
price,   furnishes  a  strong  argument   in 
favor  of   the  investment  of  capital   in 
this  industry.

as  the  representative  of  Duluth.  of  try. 
ing  in  this  way  to  transfer  Superior 
from  the  Marciuette  district  lo  the  Du- 
!  luth  di.strk-t.  and  it  holds  up  its  hands 
in  horror  at  such  a  prospect.  It  wouli*. 
prefer  Superior  to  remain  the  inslgnili- 
cant  tall  to  the  little  city  down  the  lake 
rather  than  to  become  attached  to  the 
larger  city  of  Duluth.  Of  course,  tastes 
differ,  and  the  Leader's  poor  taste  in 
this  respect  is  not  surprising  to  those 
who  have  watched  its  idlosyncracies. 

But  let  not  the  Superior  people  be 
alarmed  by  the  ravings  of  their  exclt- 
able  morning  paper.

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MONROEDOCTRINE. 

Arbitration  Treaty  Rather  Nulli- 
fies it.  Says  Tracey. 

New  York.  Jan.  14.— The    World    this 
morning  says:     Gen.  B.  F.  Trac-ey.  for- 
mer secretary  of  the  navy,  when  asked 
his  views  on  the  arbitration  treaty  last 
night,  says:     "When  the  signing  of  this 
treaty  was  announced,  I  thought  it  one 
of  the  greatest  triumphs     in     the     dip. 
lomacy  ever  achieved.     But  since  read- 
ing with  more  care,  w  hat  purports  to  be 
the  text  of  the  treaty.   1     am     led     to 
doubt  whether  we  do  not  by  this  treaty 
agree  to  submit  to  the  arbitration  of  a 
European  monarch  the  whole  question  j 
of  the   Monroe  doctrine  and   our  right ' 
to  enforce  It.     By  article  one  It  Is  pro. 
vlded  that  the  high  contracting  parties 
agree   to  submit   to  arbitration,   in  ac- 
cordance with  the     provisions    of    this 
treaty,  all  questions  of  difference     be- 
tween them  which  they  may  fail  to  ad- 
just by  diplomatic  negotiations. 

"Secretary  Olney  is  reported  as  de- 
claring that  by  this  treaty  England  has 
recognized  and  affirmed  the  Monroe 
doctrine.  I  fail  to  find  any  language  in 
this  treaty  which  justified  any  such  in. 
ference;  on  the  contrary,  it  seems  clear 
that  if  this  treaty  is  ratified,  the  Uniteci 
States  binds  Itself  to  submit  to  arbi- 
tration its  rights  to  enforce  the  Monroe 
doctrine  as  against  England.  The  lan- 
guage of  article  3,  whether  so  intended 
or  not,  would  seem  to  provide  for  the 
exact  rules  that  exist  under  those  cir- 
cumstances. Certainly  if  England 
should  purchase  either  Cuba  or  St. 
Thomas,  her  right  to  have  access  to 
control  and  enjoy  the  territory  thus 
purchased  would  constitute  a  territorial 
claim  within  the  meanings  of  the  lan- 
guage used  in  article  1». 

"Under  the  language  of  this  treaty 
the  United  States  could  not  refuse  tc» 
arbitrate  England's  right  to  occupy  the 
territory  thus  acquired  by  purchase, 
without  being  guilty  of  a  breach  of  this 
treaty.  Nor  could  we  resist  the  forcible 
occupation  of  the  territory  of  any  of 
the  numerous  South  American, 
states  made  by  England  under  a  claim 
of  right.  All  such  questions  must, 
under  this  treaty,  be  submitted  to  arbi- 
tration."

Harris,  chairman  of  the    senate    com- 
mittee  on  railroads,  introduced  a  bill  in 
the  senate  today  which,  if  it  becomes  a 
law.  will  cause  a  revolution  in  the  work 
of  organizing  in    the  state  of   Kansas 
Kansas  has  a  reputation  for  being  "a 
good  state  in  which  to  organize  a  cor- 
p«jration."     The  result  Is  that  the  office 
of  secretary  of  state  has  been   flooded 
w-ith  articles  of  inconxiration.     Some  of 
those  corporations   have   proven   insol- 
vent.   Others   have     been     notorioush 
rotten. 

The  purpose  of  the  bill,  according  to 
Its  friends,  is  to  discourage  the  organi- 
zation of  wild  corporations,  and  so 
shape  the  laws  as  to  protect  alike  the 
credit  of  the  state  and  the  money  on 
honest  investors.  Under  the  provision 
Of  the  measure,  no  corporation  here 
after  organized  shall  be  of  any  validltv 
unless  the  amount  of  capital  stock  as 
stated  in  Its  charter  is  in  good  faith  and 
paid  up  In  money,  or  its  equivalent,  at 
the  time  of  filing  the  charter
